Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Madras 
Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments Act, 1951 (Madras 
Act XIX of 1951) in its application to the Malabar district 
referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the States Re 
organisation Act, 1956 , for the purposes hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments 
( Amendment) Act , 1963: 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Amendment of section 30.- In sub -section ( 1 ) of sec 
tion 30 of the Madras Hindu Religious and Charitable Endow 
ments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX of 1951 ) , 

(i) in clause ( a ) the word " and" occurring at the end 

shall be omitted ; 
( ii) in clause ( b ) , the word " and " shall be inserted at the 

end ; 
( iii) after clause (b ) , the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely : 

" ( c ) by way of contributions in cash or in gold or 

in silver from the assets of the institution for 

National Defence purposes." 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Hindu Religious Institutions Endowments in the 
Malabar area are under the administrative control of the Com 
missioner, Hindu Religious and Charitable Endowments, subject 
to the provisions of the Hindu Religious and Charitable Endow 
ments Act, 1951 (Madras Act XIX 1951) . Under the said 
Act, there is no provision which enables the trustees of religious 
institutions to make donations from the temple funds to the 
National Defence purposes. Trustees of certain Devaswoms 
have come forward to make free donation to the National 
Defence Fund . It is proposed to amend the Act so as to enable 
the trustees to make such donations.

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for the appropriation of moneys 
out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala for the service of the financial 
year commencing on the 1st April, 1963 ; 

Be it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Kerala Appropriation (No. 3) 
Act, 1963. 

2. Appropriation out of the Consolidated Fund for the financial year commencing on 
the 1st April, 1963.- The State Government may appropriate from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala , for the financial year commencing on 
the 1st April, 1963, a sum not exceeding one hundred and fifty -five crores, three 
lakhs, fifty- three thousand , and one hundred rupees being moneysrequired to meet 

(a ) the grants made by the Kerala Legislative Assembly for that year, as 
set forth in column (3) of the Schedule ; and 

(b ) the expenditure charged on the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala 
for that year, as set forth in column (4 ) of the Schedule.

ture of the Government of Kerala for the financial year commencing on the 1st 
April , 1963 .

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THE KERALA ESCHEATS AND FORFEITURES BILL , 1963. 

А 

BILL 
to provide for the administration , supervision , custody and 

disposal of escheats and unclaimed property . 
Preamble . — WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for the 
administration , supervision , custody and disposal of escheats 
and unclaimed property in the State of Kerala ; 

BE it enacted in the Fourteenth Year of the Republic of India 
as follows : 

CHAPTER I 

Preliminary 
1. Short title, extent and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Kerala Escheats and Forfeitures Act, 1963. 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala.. 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

( a ) " Board" means the Board of Revenue for the State 
of Kerala , constituted under the Kerala Board of P.evenue Act, 
1957; 

(b ) " Collector" means the Collector of a district and 
includes any other officer empowered by the Government to 
exercise all or any of the powers of a Collector under this Act ; 

(c ) " court" means any civil court of competent jurisdic 
tion . 

CHAPTER II 

Escheats 
3. Escheats. Where a person dies intestate and without 
leaving legal heirs , all his property shall be escheat and shall 
belong to the Government... 

4. Preliminary enquiry - Whenever the Collector receives 
information from any source that any person in possession of 
any movable or immovable property lying within his jurisdic 
tion has died intestate and without legal heirs , he shall cause 
an inquiry to be made as to whether the deceased has died 
intestate and whether he has left any legal heirs . 

5. Publication in the Gazette.-- If, as a result of the inquiry 
under section 4 , the Collector is satisfied that the deceased has 
died intestate and without legal heirs and that it is a prima 
facie case of escheat, he shall publish in the Gazette a notice 
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calling upon all persons who may have any claim to the property 
of the deceased to appear before him and prefer their claims 
within six months from the date of publication of the notice . 

6. Investigation and decision. If any claim is preferred 
within the period fixed under section 5 , the Collector shall investi 
gate the claim and take in all evidence produced by the claimant. 
He shall decide the case after such inquiry as he deems fit to 
make, and issue notice of the decision to the parties concerned . 

The decision of the Collector shall be final subject to the pro 
visions of sections 7 and 11. 

7. Appeal.- ( 1 ) An appeal shall lie to the Board from the 
decision of the Collector under section 6 within three months 
from the date of the notice to the parties concerned , and the 
decision of the Board on such appeal shall subject to the pro 
visions of sub - section ( 2 ) of. this section and section 11, be 
final. 

( 2 ) Any person aggrieved by the order of the Board 
under sub- section ( 1 ) may , within sixty days of the date of 
communication of the order to the parties concerned , appeal to 
the Government against such order, and the decision of the 
Government against such order and the decision of the Govern 
ment on such appeal shall, subject to the provisions of section 11 
be final. 

( 3 ) No order under sub - section ( 1 ) or sub- section (2 ) shall 
be passed without giving all persons interested an opportunity 
of being heard . 

8. Effect of decision . The decision of the Collector shall not 
be given effect to until the time for the institution of a suit 
under section 11 is over or until the suit , if any , instituted is 
finally disposed of . 

9. Disposal of escheats .- ( 1 ) In the case of escheats which 
are movable property, the Collector shall take steps for the 
sale of the property by public auction in the manner prescribed , 
the sale proceeds being credited to the Government. 

(2 ) Escheats which are immovable property , shall be 
disposed of in accordance with the provisions of the Kerala 
Government Land Assignment Act, 1960 and of the Rules 
made thereunder : 

Provided that lands which have escheated to the Govern 
ment shall not ordinarily be sold until it has been in the 
possession of the Government for twelve years or more. 

10. Taking possession by Collector.- (1 ) Notwithstanding 
anything contained in sections 5 to 9 ( both inclusive), the 
Collector may , if satisfied after the inquiry under section 4 
that the person in possession of any movable or immovable 
.property died intestate and without legal heirs , take possession 
of such property , provided that the property is not in the 
possession of any person or the person in possession does not 
offer any opposition . If there is opposition and there is no risk 
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of the property being damaged by the delay in taking posses 
sion thereof and arranging for its care and maintenance, the 
person may be left in possession until the claim is finally settled . 
If there is risk of damage, the Collector may tile a suit in the 
court to establish the right of the Government and take posses 
sion of the same. 

( 2 ) The property taken possession of under rub-section ( 1) 
shall be managed by the Government in the manner prescribed : 

Provided that the Collector may dispose of any perishable 
property by public auction in the manner prescribed at any 
time after taking possession under sub- section ( 1 ) . 

11. Saving of rights to sue. - Nothing in this Chapter shall 
be held to prevent parties deeming themselves aggrieved by 
any decision or order passed or proceedings taken or purporting 
to be passed or taken under this Chapter from suing the Govern 
ent in he civil courts : 

Provided that such suits shall be preferred within six 
months from the time at which the cause of action arose : 

Provided further that the whole time occupied by the Board 
of Revenue and the Government under section 7 shall be excluded 
from the computation of the period of limitation of the said six 
months. 

CHAPTER III 

Unclaimed Property 
12. Police to take charge of unclaimed properties found in 
public places . - Any article found in a public place, the owner 
of which is not known , shall be taken charge of by any Police 
Officer who shall send them for disposal to the Collector. 

13. Publication in the Gazette.- ( 1 ) The Collector shall 
publish a notice in the Gazette inviting claimants to prefer 
claims to the article sent to him by the police under section 12 
within three months from the date of publication of the notice . 

(2 ) Nothing contained in sub -section ( 1 ) shall prevent 
the Collector from disposing of any perishable articles, which 
come into his possession , at any time, either before or after 
the publication of the notice under sub -section ( 1 ) . 

( 3 ) The articles referred to in sub - section (2 ) shall be 
sold in public auction in the manner prescribed and the proceeds 
of the sale shall be handed over to the rightful claimants after 
deducting the expenses of the sale or credited to the Govern 
ment if no claim is preferred within the period specified in sub 
section ( 1 ) . 

14. Forfeiture of articles.- If no claim is preferred within 
the period specified in sub-section ( 1 ) of section 13 , the Collector 
shall pass an order forfeiting the articles, other than those 
dealt with under sub -sectiou . ( 2 ). of the said section , to the 


Government, and the articles shall thereupon be sold in public 
auction in the manner prescribed , and the sale proceeds credited 
to the Government. 

15. - Uncontested claim . - If a claim is preferred within the 
time allowed and it is not contested , the article shall be handed 
over to the claimant. 

16. Contested claim . - In the case of a contested claim , the 
Collector shall refer the matter to the court and shall be guided 
by the decision of the court : 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall pre 
vent the Collector from disposing of any perishable articles 
which come into his possession , by public auction in the manner 
prescribed , at any time before the decision of the court, and 
in that case the sale proceeds shall be handed over to the court 
after deducting therefrom the expenses of the sale. 

CHAPTER IV 

Miscellaneous 
17. Power of Government to make rules.- ( 1 ) The Govern 
ment may, by notification in the Gazette, make rules for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power , such rules may provide for 
(a ) the superintendence and disposal of escheats and un 

claimed articles ; 
(b ) the manner in which property shall be managed by 

the Government under section 10 ; 
(c ) the procedure to be observed in public auctions under 

this Act; 
( d ) any other matter which has to be, or may be , pre 

scribed . 
( 3 ) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid as soon 
as may be after it is made before the Legislative Assembly 
while it is in session for a total period of fourteen days which 
may be comprised in one session or two successive sessions, 
and if before expiry of the session in which it is so laid or the 
session immediately following, the Legislative Assembly agrees 
that the rule should be either modified or annulled, the rule 
shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be 
of no effect, as the case may be; so, however, that any such 
modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule. 

18. Repeal. - The Madras Endowments and Escheats Regu 
lation 1817 ( VII of 1817) as in force in the Malabar district 
referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 5 of the States Re 
organisation Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ), in so far as it 
relates to escheats, is hereby repealed . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
In the Malabar area of this State, escheats are governed 
by the Madras Endowments and Escheats Pegulation , 1817, 
and the Board s Standing Orders. There is no enactment 
corresponding to the Madras Endowments and Escheats Regu 
lation in force in the Travancore-Cochin area of the State. In 
the Travancore- Cochin area, escheats are governed by certain 
executive instructions and the Travancore and Cochin Land 
Revenue Manuals . It is considered necessary to enact a unified 
law on the subject applicable throughout the State . The Bill 
is intended for this purpose. 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 17 of the Bill empowers the Government to make 
rules for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of 
this Act. The rules may provide for the superintendence and 
disposal of escheats and unclaimed articles, the manner in which 
property shall be managed by the Government under section 10 , 
the procedure to be observed in public auctions under this Act, 
and any other matter which has to be prescribed . The matters 
in respect of which rules may be made are of a routine and 
administrative character . Moreover, the rules shall be subject 
to the scrutiny of the Legislative Assembly after issue.

G.O. ( P )639|61| H & LD dated 10-6-1961 and published in Gov 
ernment Gazette Extraordinary No. 66 dated 10-6-1961 is 
hereby published for general information as required by section 
345 of the said Act . 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken up 
for consideration on or after 26-4-1963 and that any suggestion 
or objection which may be received from any person in respect 
of the said draft before the date specified above, will be consi 
dered by the Government. Objections and suggestions shall 
be addressed to the Development Commissioner and Additional 
Secretary to Government, Development Department, Secre 
tariat, Trivandrum . 


DRAFT RULES 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) These rules may 
be called the Kerala Municipalities ( Election of Members ) Rules, 
1963. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires 

(a ) the Act means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 
(Act 14 of 1961) . 

( b ) Selection authority means the officer appointed by the 
Government under clause ( 14 ) of section 3 of the Act . 

( c ) Form means a form appended to these Rules. 

( d ) Returning Officer means the Municipal Commissioner 
or such other person or officer authorised or appointed by the 
Election Authority to do any act or perform any function in 
connection with the conduct of election under these rules. 
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3. Time limit for reporting of casual vacancies . Every 
casual vacancy in the office of a member of a Municipal Council 
shall be reported by the Returning Officer of the Municipal 
Council to the election authority within one week of the occur 
rence of the vacancy . 

4. General Duty of the Returning Officer . It shall be the 
general duty of the Returning Officer at any election to do all 
such acts and things as may be necessary for effectually con 
ducting the election in the manner provided by these rules 
or orders made thereunder. 

5. Public notice of election .--( 1 ) Not less than 30 days 
before the date fixed for the holding of an election , the Return 
ing Officer shall prepare and publish a notice in Form I in 
English and in the language or languages of the locality 
stating : - 

( a ) the number of persons to be elected ; 
(b ) the wards for which they are to be elected ; 

(c ) the number of seats , if any, out of those for which 
elections are to be held , reserved in each ward for Scheduled 
Castes and Tribes and for women . 

(d ) The last date for making of nominations which 
shall not be less than seven days after the date of publication 
of the notice and the place at which the nomination papers 
should be presented . 

( e ) the date on which the nomination papers will be 
taken up for scrutiny not being less than twenty days before 
the date of the election ; 

( f ) the last date for withdrawal of candidatures which 
shall be the eighth day after the date for scrutiny of nomina 
tions; 

( g ) the day on which , and the place or places where, 
the votes of the electors will be taken , should there be a poll, 
and the hours during which the poll will be open , not being 
less than nine hours between 7 a.m. and 5 p.m .; 

(h ) the day on which and the place and hour at which , 
the Returning Officer will commence the counting of the votes . 

( 2 ) The notice shall be published by affixing it at the 
Municipal office, and in two or more conspicuous places in each 
ward for which an election is to be held . 

6. Publication of list of symbols. — The Government shall, as 
soon as may be, after the commencement of these rules, by 
notification in the Gazette , publish a list of symbols and may 
in like manner add to or vary such list . 

7. Nomination of candidates.- ( 1 ) The nomination of 
every candidate shall be made by means of a nomination paper 
in Form II, which shall, on application ,be supplied free of cost 
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by the Returning Officer to any elector whose name is on the 
electoral roll of the Municipality. 

(2 ) Every nomination paper shall be signed by one elector 
of the ward concerned as proposer and the candidate shall 
sign a declaration on it expressing his willingness to stand 
for election , 

(3 ) The nomination paper shall also specify in the order 
of preference three symbols out of the list of symbols for the 
time being in force : 

Provided that the choice of symbols by the candidate shall 
be subject to such restrictions as the Government may deem 
fit to impose; and 

Provided further that a failure to complete or defect in 
completing this declaration as to symbols in a nomination 
paper shall not be deemed to be defect of a substantial 
character within the meaning of sub -rule (4 ) of rule 11 . 

(4 ) The same elector may sign as many nomination papers 
as there are vacancies to be filled but no more. Each candi 
date shall be nominated by a separate nomination paper . 

(5 ) Every nomination paper shall be presented by the 
candidate in person or by his proposer on the date or dates 
at the place and during the hours appointed , to the Returning 
Officer or to such other person as may be authorised by him 
in this behalf . The Returning Officer or such other authorised 
person shall forthwith number the nomination papers serially 
in the order in which they are presented and enter on each 
nomination paper the time at which it is presented . 

In wards where seats are reserved for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes, the candidate for that seat shall declare 
that he belongs to that particular caste or tribe . 

(6 ) Where a person has signed as proposer a larger num 
ber of nomination papers than there are vacancies to be filled , 
those of the papers so signed which have been first received 
up to the number of vacancies to be filled shall be deemed to 
be valid . 

(7 ) The rejection of a nomination paper of any candidate 
on the ground of any irregularity in respect thereof shall not 
affect the validity of the nomination of the candidate if the 
candidate has been duly nominated by means of another nomi 
nation paper in respect of which no irregularity has been com 
mitted . 

(8 ) No nomination paper shall be received after the 
appointed time on the date or dates fixed for the presentation 
of nomination papers under rule 5 . 

8. Verification of nomination paper. - On the presentation 
of a nomination paper the Returning Officer or other authoris 
ed person referred to in sub-rule (5 ) of rule 7 may require 
the person or persons presenting the same to produce a copy 
of the electoral roll on which the candidate and his proposer 
are registered or of the necessary entries therein and shall 


satisfy himself that the names and electoral roll numbers of 
the candidate and his proposer as entered in the nomination 
paper are the same as those entered in the electoral rolls : 

Provided that the Returning Officer shall permit any 
clerical or technical error in the nomination paper in regard 
to the said names or numbers to be corrected in order to bring 
them into conformity with the corresponding entries in the 
electoral rolls; and where necessary , direct that any clerical 
or printing error in the said entries shall be overlooked . 

9. Deposits.-- ( 1) A candidate shall not be deemed to be 
duly nominated for election from a ward unless he deposits 
or causes to be deposited a sum of twenty - five rupees or where 
the candidate is a member of a scheduled caste or scheduled 
tribe, a sum of ten rupees. A separate deposit shall be required 
in respect of each ward for which the candidate wishes to 
stand . 

( 2 ) Any sum required to be deposited under sub- rule (1 ) 
shall not be deemed to have been deposited under that sub-rule 
unless at the time of presentation of the nomination paper 
under sub-rule (5 ) of rule 7 the candidate has either depo 
sited or caused to be deposited that sum with the Returning 
Officer in cash or enclosed with the nomination paper a receipt 
showing that the said sum has been deposited by him or on 
his behalf in the concerned Municipal office . 

( 3 ) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the 
deposit referred to in sub -rule ( 1 ) has been made, withdraws 
his candidature in the manner and within the time specified 
in sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 13 or if the nomination of any such 
candidate is rejected , the deposit shall be returned to the per 
son by whom it was made, and if any candidate dies before 
the commencement of the poll, any such deposit, if made by 
him , shall be returned to his legal representative or , if not 
made by the candidate , shall be returned to the person by 
whom it was made. 

(4 ) If a candidate by whom or on whose behalf the deposit 
referred to in sub - rule ( 1 ) has been made, is not elected and 
the number of votes polled by him does not exceed one-eighth 
of the total number of votes polled , divided by the number of 
members to be elected , the deposit shall be forfeited to the 
Municipal fund. 

(5 ) For the purpose of sub-rule (4 ) the number of votes 
polled shall be deemed to be the number of votes recorded on 
ballot papers, other than rejected votes, counted . 

(6 ) The deposit made in respect of a candidate who is 
not elected shall, if it is not forfeited under sub -rule (4 ) be 
returned to the candidate or to the person who has made the 
deposit on his behalf as the case may be , as soon as may be, 
after the publication of the result of the election under rule 
62 and the deposit made in respect of a candidate who is 
elected shall be so returned as soon as may be after the candi 
date has taken his seat in the Municipal Council, 
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( 7 ) A deposit required to be returned to any person under 
sub -rule ( 3 ) or sub -rule (6 ) shall, if such person is dead, be 
returned to his legal representat.ve. 

( 8 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this rule a 
deposit made under sub - rule ( 1 ) shall not be returned unless 
a claim therefor is preferred by the person who made the 
deposit or by his legal representative, as ine case may be, 
within six months of the date of the declaration by the Return 
ing Officer of the results of the election or where such declara 
tion is made on two different dates, within six months of the 
latter of such dates. 

10. Publication of the list of nominations. - On the last day 
appointed for the receipt of nomination papers and immed.ately 
after the hour for their receipt is past, the Returning Officer 
or other authorised person referred to in sub-rule (5 ) of rule 
7 shall publish in the Municipal office a list in Form III of all 
nominations received with the notice that the nomination papers 
will be taken up by the Returning Officer for scrutiny on the 
date , at the place and at the hour specified in the notice under 
rule 5 . 

11. Scrutiny of nominations.- (1 ) On the date fixed for the 
scrutiny of nominations under rule 5 the candidates, their 
election agents ; their proposers, and one other person duiy 
authorised in writing by each candidate , and except for the 
purpose of assisting the Returning Officer, no other person may 
attend at such time and place as the Returning Officer may 
appoint and the Returning Officer shall give them all reasonable 
facilities for examining the nomination papers of all candi 
dates which have been presented within the time and in the 
manner laid down in rule 7 . 

(2 ) The Returning Officer shall then examine the nomina 
tion papers and shall decide all objections which may be made 
to any nomination , and may, either on such objection or on his 
own motion, after such summary inquiry , if any, as he thinks 
necessary, reject any nomination on any of the following 
grounds : 

(a ) that on the date fixed for the scrutiny of nomina 
tions the candic either is not qualified or is disqualified for 
being chosen to fill the seat under any of the provisions of the 
Act, 

(b ) that there has been a failure to comply with any of 
the provisions of rules 7 or 9 ; or 

( c) that the signature of the candidate or the proposer 
on the nomination paper is not genuine. 

( 3 ) Nothing contained in clause ( b ) or clause (c ) of sub 
rule ( 2 ) shall be deemed to authorise the rejection of the nomi 
nation of any candidate on the ground of any irregularity in 
respect of a nomination paper, if the candidate has been duly 
nominated by means of another nomination paper in respect of 
which no irregularity has been committed. 
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( 4 ) The Returning Officer shall not reject any nomination 
paper on the ground of any defect which is not of a substantial 
character. 

(5 ) The Returning Officer shall hold the scrutiny on the 
date appointed in this behalf under rule 5 and shall not allow 
any adjournment of the proceedings except when such proceed 
ings are interrupted or obstructed by riot or open violence or 
by causes beyond his control: 

Provided that in case an objection is raised by the Return 
ing Officer or is made by any other person the candidate con 
cerned may be allowed time to rebut it not later than the next 
day but one following the date fixed for scrutiny , and the 
Returning Officer shall record his decision on the date to which 
the proceedings have been adjourned. 

(6 ) The Returning Officer shall endorse on each nomination 
paper his decision accepting or rejecting the same and, if the 
nomination paper is rejected , shall record in writing a brief 
statement of his reasons for such rejection , 

(7 ) For the purposes of this rule, a certified copy of an 
entry in the electoral roll for the time being in force of a ward 
shall be conclusive evidence of the fact that the person referred 
to in that entry is an elector for that ward , unless it is proved 
that he is subject to a disqualification mentioned in section 62 
of the Act . 

(8 ) Immediately after all the nomination papers have been 
scrutinised and decisions accepting or rejecting the same have 
been recorded , the Returning Officer shall prepare a list of 
validly nominated candidates , that is say, candidates whose 
nominations have been found valid , and affix it to the notice 
board of the concerned Municipal office . 

12. Appeal against acceptance or rejection of nomination. 
( 1) If the nomination of a candidate is rejected , the Returning 
Officer shall, on a written application made by the candidate 
or his authorised agent, forthwith give him a copy of the order 
rejecting such nomination . 

(2 ) If any candidate or his authorised agent makes a 
written application for a copy of the order accepting the nomi 
nation of a candidate alleging that the acceptance of the nomi 
nation paper was improper , the Returning Officer shall forthwith 
give him a copy of the order . 

(3 ) From an order rejecting the nomination of a candi 
date, or from an order accepting the nomination of a candidate 
an appeal shall lie to the District Collector having Jurisdiction 
over the area . The memorandum of appeal shall be delivered 
to the District Collector or shall reach him within three days 
of the date of the order . 

(4 ) If any such appeal or appeals have been preferred , 
the District Collector shall communicate the orders 
passed by him on such appeal or appeals to the Returning 
Officer within seven days from the date fixed for the scrutiny 
of nominations. 
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13. Withdrawal of candidature.- ( 1 ) Any candidate may 
withdraw his candidature by a notice in writing which shall 
be subscribed by him and delivered before three O clock in the 
afternoon on the day fixed under rule 5 to the Returning Officer 
either by such candidate in person or by his proposer or election 
agent who has been authorised in this behalf in writing by such 
candidate : 

Provided that if that day is a public holiday or has been 
notified by the Government as a day to be observed as a holiday 
in Government offices, the notice of withdrawal shall be consi 
dered as having been delivered in due time if it is delivered 
before 3 O clock in the afternoon on the next succeeding day 
which is neither such a public holiday nor a day s ) notified . 

( 2 ) No person who has given a notice of withdrawal of 
his candidature under sub - rule ( 1 ) shall be allowed to cancel 
the notice. 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall, on receiving a notice of 
withdrawal under sub-rule (1 ) , as soon as may be, cause a 
notice of the withdrawal to be affixed in some conspicuous place 
in the Municipal office. 

14. Assignment of symbols .- ( 1 ) The Returning Officer 
shall then assign symbols from the list of symbols then in force 
to the contesting candidates. 

(2 ) In assigning the symbols , the Returning Officer shall 
be guided by the following principles : 

(a ) If Government have assigned symbols to political 
parties, he shall assign those symbols to candidates who belong 
to those political parties. 

(b ) In double member wards where seats are reserved 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes or for women and 
if the same political party has candidates for the reserved seat 
and for the remaining seat, the same symbol shall be assigned 
to both the candidates . But the symbol of the candidate for the 
reserved seat shall be enclosed in thick black circles. 

( c) After assigning the symbols to party candidates, 
the Returning Officer shall assign the symbols of the first 
choice to such candidates whose first choice does not clash with 
the first choice of any other candidate. 

(d ) After assignment of symbols as provided in clauses 
( a ) , (b ) and (c ), if more candidates than one indicate their 
preferences for the same symbol, the Returning Officer shall, 
after notice to the candidates concerned, decide by lot to which 
of the candidates the symbol will be assigned . The decision 
of the Returning Officer shall be final. 

( e ) If none of the three symbols chosen by a candidate 
under sub -rule ( 3 ) of rule 7 can be assigned to him under 
these principles, the Returning Officer may assign to that candi 
date, any symbol from among the available symbols in the list, 
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( 3 ) In order that there may be no doubt at the time 
of allotment of symbols as to which of the candidates at an 
election is an official candidate of a recognised party, cach 
recognised party shall intimate the concerned Returning Officer 
the name or names of the person or persons who have been 
chosen as their official candidate or candidates at the clec 
tion before the last date of withdrawal of candidature . If this 
communication does not reach the Returning Officer before 
that date, every candidate claiming to have been set up by 
the party shall be treated as an Independent candidate ond 
shall be allotted a free symbol. 

(4 ) In every case where a symbol has been assigned to 
a candidate, such candidate shall forthwith be informed of the 
symbol so assigned and be supplied with a specimen thereof 
by the Returning Officer. 

15. Publication of the list of contesting candidates.- ( 1 ) 
Immediately after the expiry of the period within which candi 
datures may be withdrawn under sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 13, the 
Returning Officer shall prepare in Form IV a list of contesting 
candidates, that is to say, candidates who were included in the 
list of validly nominated candidates and who have not with 
drawn their candidature within the said period and publish 
it in the notice board of the Municipal Office. 

( 2 ) The said list shall contain the names of the candi 
dates in alphabetical order and shall describe them as in their 
nomination papers. It shall be prepared in such language or 
languages as the election authority may direct. The list shall 
show against the names of the candidates the symbols assigned 
to them . 

16. Procedure in contested and uncontested elections. The 
following provisions shall apply in respect of candidates where 
there is no reserved seat and who have been duly nominated 
and have not withdrawn their candidature in the manner and 
within the time specified in sub -rule ( 1) of rule 13. 

( a ) if there is only one candidate, the Returning Officer 
shall declare him to be duly elected ; 

(b ) if there is no candidate, election proceedings shall 
be started afresh for filling up the vacancy , in all respects 
as if for a new election ; and 

( c ) if the number of candidates exceeds one, a poll shall 
be taken . 

17. Special procedure at elections in wards where seats are 
reserved for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes or for 
women .- ( 1) The provisions of this rule shall apply in relation 
to any election in a ward where the seats to be filled include 
a reserved seat. 

( 2 ) If the number of candidates qualified to be chosen 
to fill the reserved seat is one, then that candidate shall be 
forthwith declared to be elected to fill the reserved seat, and 


the procedure laid down in rule 16 shall be followed for fill 
ing the remaining seat. 

( 3 ) If there are only two candidates and if both are quali 
fied to be chosen to fill the reserved seat, the Returning Officer 
shall first select by lot, to be drawn by him in such manner as 
he may determine the candidate to be declared elected to the 
reserved seat out of the two candidates and then declare the 
candidate so selected to be duly elected to fill the reserved 
seat and thereafter declare the remaining candidate to be duly 
elected to fill the remaining seat. 

( 4 ) If the number of candidates qualified to be chosen to 
fill the reserved seat exceeds one and the total number of 
candidates also exceeds the total number of seats to be filled , 
the procedure laid down in rule 16 shall be followed, and 
after the poll has been taken , the Returning Officer shall first 
declare the candidate who , being qualified to be chosen to fill 
the reserved seat, has secured the largest number of votes, to 
be duly elected to fill the reserved seat, and then declare such 
of the remaining candidate as has secured the largest number 
of votes to be duly elected to fill the remaining seat. 

18. Election agents. - A candidate at an election may appoint 
any one person other than himself to be his election agent and 
when any such appointment is made, notice of the appoint 
ment shall be given in Form V to the Returning Officer . 

19. Revocation of the appointment, or death of an election 
agent.- ( 1) Any revocation of the appointment of an election 
agent, shall be signed by the candidate and shall operate from 
the date on which it is lodged with the Returning Officer. 

( 2 ) In the event of such a revucation or of the death of 
an election agent whether that event occurs before or during 
the election , the candidate may appoint in the manner laid 
down in rule 18 , another person to be his election agent . 

20. Appointment of polling agents.— ( 1) A contesting candi 
date or his election agent may appoint one agent and two relief 
agents to act as polling agents of such candidates at each poll 
ing station . 

( 2 ) Every such appointment shall be made in Form VI and 
shall be made over to the polling agent for production at the 
polling station . 

( 3 ) No polling agent shall be admitted into the polling 
station unless he has delivered to the presiding officer the 
instrument of his appointment under sub -rule ( 2 ) after duly 
completing and signing before the presiding officer the decla 
ration contained therein . 

( 4 ) Any revocation of the appointment of a polling agent 
shall be signed by the candidate or his election agent and shall 
operate from the date on which it is lodged with the Presiding 
Officer and in the event of such a revocation or of the death 
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of a polling agent before the close of the poll, the candidate or 
his election agent may appoint in the manner as laid down in 
sub-rule ( 2 ) another polling agent at any time before the poll 
is closed . 

21. Appointment of counting agents.- ( 1 ) A contesting 
candidate or his election agent may appoint one or more per 
sons, but not exceeding three to be present as his counting 
agent or agents at the counting of votes, and when any such 
appointment is made notice of the appointment shall be given 
in Form VII to the Returning Officer. 

(2 ) Any revocation of the appointment of a counting agent 
shall be signed by the candidate or his election agent and 
shall operate from the date on which it is lodged with the 
Returning Officer and in the event of such a revocation or of 
the death of a counting agent before the commencement of 
the counting of votes , the candidate or his election agent may 
appoint in the manner laid down in sub- rule ( 1 ) another 
counting agent at any time before the counting of votes is 
commenced. 

22. Appointment of Presiding and Polling Officers.- ( 1) If 
a poll has to be taken, the Returning Officer shall appoint a 
Presiding Officer for each polling station and such Polling 
Officer or officers as he thinks necessary, but he shall not 
appoint any person who has been employed by or on behalf of , 
or has otherwise been working for a candidate in or about the 
election . The Presiding and Polling Officers shall neither be 
members of the wards for which the poll is to be taken nor 
registered electors therein , nor any person who is an officer 
or other employee of the Municipal Council . 

Provided that if a Polling Officer is absent from the polling 
station the Presiding Officer may appoint a person who is 
present at the polling station , other than a person who has 
been employed by or on behalf of or has been otherwise work 
ing for a candidate in or about the election or a member of the 
ward for which a poll is to be taken or a registered elector 
therein , or an Officer or other employee of the Panchayat, to 
be the Polling Officer during the absence of the former Officer 
and inform the Returning Officer accordingly . 

( 2 ) The Polling Officer shall, if directed by the Presid 
ing Officer , perform all or any of the functions of a Presiding 
Officer under the Act or any rules or orders made thereunder . 

( 3 ) If the Presiding Officer, owing to illness or other 
unavoidable cause , is obliged to absent himself from the polling 
station , his function shall be performed by such Polling Officer 
as has been previously authorised by the Returning Officer to 
perform such functions during such absence. 

( 4 ) References in these rules to the Presiding Officer shall , 
unless the context otherwise requires be deemed to include 
any person performing any function which he is authorised to 
perform under sub-rule ( 2 ) or sub - rule ( 3) as the case may 
be, 
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23. Death of candidate before poll . - If a contesting candi 
date dies and a report of his death is received before the com 
mencement of the poll, the Returning Officer shall upon being 
satisfied of the fact of the death of the candidate , counter 
mand the poll, and election proceedings shall be started afresh 
in all respects as if for a new election : 

Provided that no further nomination shall be necessary in 
the case of a person who was a contesting candidate at the 
time of the countermanding of the poll; and 

Provided further that no person who has given a notice 
of withdrawal of his candidature under sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 
13 before the countermanding of the poll shall be ineligible for 
being nominated as a candidate for the election after such 
countermanding. 

24. Application for postal votes. — A voter on election duty 
who wishes to vote by post at an election shall send an appli 
cation in Form VIII to the Returning Officer so as to reach 
him at least seven days or such shorter period as the Returning 
Officer may allow before the date of poll ; and if the Returning 
Officer is satisfied that the applicant is a voter on election duty ; 
he shall issue a postal ballot paper to him . 

25. Postal ballot paper .- ( 1 ) A postal ballot paper shall be 
in the same form and contain the same particulars as a ballot 
paper in Form IX used at a polling station with the addition of 
the words Postal Ballot stamped on the back of the ballot 
paper . 

( 2 ) The postal ballot paper shall be sent by post under 
certificate of posting to the elector together with 

( a ) a declaration in Form VIIIA ; 
(b ) the instructions for guidance of the elector in 

Form VIIIB ; 
( c ) a cover in Form VIIIC ; 
(d ) a large cover addressed to the Returning Officer 

in Form VIIID : 
Provided that the Returning Officer may deliver the ballot 
paper and forms, or cause them to be delivered , to such voter 
personally . 

(3 ) The Returning Officer shall at the same time 

( a ) record the serial number of each ballot paper against 
the entry relating to that elector in the copy of the electoral 
roll set apart for the purpose ( hereinafter referred to as the 
marked copy of the electoral roll) and 

(b ) ensure that, that elector is not allowed to voto 
at a polling station . 

( 4 ) Every officer under whose care or through whom a 
postal ballot paper is sent shall ensure its delivery to the 
addressee without delay . 
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• 26. Recording of votes in postal ballot papers .- ( 1 ) An elector 
who has received a postal ballot paper and desires to vote shall 
record his vote on the ballot paper in accordance with the 
directions contained in Part I of Form VIIIB and then enclose 
it in the cover in Form VIIIC . 

( 2 ) The elector shall sign the dclaration in Form VIIIA 
in the presence of an officer competent to attest his signature 
and have the signature attested in accordance with the directions 
contained in Part II of Form VIIIB , 

( 3 ) After an elector has recorded his vote and made his 
declaration under sub -rules ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) he shall return the 
ballot paper and declaration to the returning officer in accord 
ance with the instructions contained in Part II of Form VIIIB 
so as to reach the returning officer before 4 p.m. on the date 
fixed for the poll in the particular ward . 

( 4 ) If any cover containing a postal ballot paper is received 
by the returning officer after the expiry of the time fixed in 
sub - rule ( 3 ) , he shall note thereon the date and time of its 
receipt and shall keep all such covers together in a separate 
packet. 

(5 ) The returning officer shall keep in safe custody until 
the commencement of the counting of votes all covers con 
taining postal ballot papers received by him . 

27. Arrangements at polling stations.- ( 1 ) Outside each 
polling station there shall be displayed prominently 

( a ) a notice specifying the polling area the electors 
of which are entitled to vote at the polling station and, when 
the polling area has more than one polling station , the parti 
culars of the electors so entitled ; and 

(b ) a copy of the list of contesting candidates . 

( 2 ) At each polling station , there shall be set up two or 
more voting compartments in which electors can record their 
votes screened from observation . 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall provide at each polling 
station a sufficient number of ballot boxes, copies of the rele 
vant part he electoral roll, ballot papers, instruments for 
stamping the distinguishing mark on ballot papers and arti 
cles necessary for electors to mark the ballot papers . 

28. Admission to polling stations. The Presiding Officer 
shall regulate the number of electors to be admitted at any one 
time inside the -polling station and shall exclude therefrom 
all persons other than 

( a ) polling officers ; 
( b ) public servants on duty in connection with the elec 

tion ; 
(c ) persons authorised by the election authority ; 
( d ) candidates, their election agents and subject to the 

urovision of rule 20 one polling agent of each candi 
date ; 
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( e ) a child in arms accompanying an elector ; 
( f) a person accompanying a blind or infirm elector who 

cannot move without help ; and 
( g ) such other persons as the Returning officer or the 

Presiding Officer may employ under sub-rule (2 ) of 

ruie 51 Ut suu -ru.e ( 1 ) On luie 32 . 
29. Preparation of ballot boxes for poll.- ( 1 ) The ballot 
box shall be so constructed that the ballot papers can be intro 
duced therein but cannot be withdrawn therefrom without the 
box being unlocked . 

( 2 ) Where a paper seal is used for securing a ballot box, 
the Presiding Officer shall affix his own signature on the paper 
seal and obtain thereon the signatures of such of the polling 
agents present as are desirous of affixing the same. 

( 3 ) The Presiding Officer shall thereafter fix the paper 
seal so signed in the space meant therefor in the ballot box 
and shall then secure and seal the box in such manner that the 
slit for the insertion of ballot paper therein to remain open . 

(4 ) The seals used for securing a ballot box shall be 
affixed in such manner that after the box has been closed it 
is not possible to open it without breaking the seals. 

( 5 ) Where it is not necessary to use paper seals for sccur. 
ing the ballot boxes, the Presiding Officer shall secure and 
seal the ballot box in such manner that the slit for the inser 
tion of ballot papers remains open and shall allow the polling 
agents present to affix , if they so desire, their seals . 

(6 ) Every ballot box used at a polling station shall bear 
labels, both inside and outside, markea with 

( a ) the serial number, if any, and name of the ward ; 
( b ) the serial number and names of the polling station ; 

( c ) the serial numbers of the ballot box ( to be filled in 
at the end of the poll on the label outside the ballot box only ) ; 
.and 

( d ) the date of poll. 

( 7 ) Immediately before the commencement of the poll, the 
Presiding Officer shall demonstrate to the polling agents 
and other persons present that the ballot box is empty and 
bears the labels referred to in sub -rule (6 ) . 

( 8 ) The ballot box shall then be closed, sealed and secured 
and placed in full view of the Presiding Officer and the polling 
agents. 

30. Form of ballot papers. The ballot papers shall be in 
Form IX . The ballot papers shall be serially numbered . In 
a ward where there is a reserved seat below the name of 
every candidate standing for the reserved seat an indication to 
that effect shall be given by the word Reserved in brackets 
in the language in which the ballot paper is printed . 

31. Facilities for women clectors.-- ( 1 ) Where a polling 
station is for both men and women electors, the Presiding 
Officer may direct that they shall be admitted into the polling 
station alternately in separate batches. 
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(2 ) The Returning Officer or the Presiding Officer may 
appoint a woman to serve as an attendant at any polling sta 
tion to assist women electors and also to assist the Presiding 
Officer generally in taking the poll in respect of women electors, 
and, in particular , to help in searching any woman elector in 
case it becomes necessary . 

32. Identification of electors.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer 
may employ at the polling station such persons as he thinks 
fit to help in the identification of the electors or to assist him 
otherwise in taking the poll. 

(2 ) As each elector enters the polling station , the Presid 
ing Officer or the Polling Officer authorised by him in this 
behalf shall check the elector s name and other particulars 
with the relevant entry in the electoral roll and then call out 
the serial number , name and other particulars of the elector. 

( 3 ) In deciding the right of a person to obtain a ballot 
paper the Presiding Officer or the Polling Officer, as the case 
may, be, shall overlook merely clerical or printing errors in 
an entry in the electoral roll, if he is satisfied that such per 
son is identical with the elector to whom such entry relates. 

33. Challenging of identity .- ( 1 ) Any polling agent may 
challenge the identity of a person claiming to be a particular 
elector by first depositing a sum of two rupees in cash with 
the Presiding Officer for each such challenge . 

(2 ) On such deposit being made, the Presiding Officer 
shall 

( a ) warn the person challenged of the penalty for per 
sonation ; 

(b ) read the relevant entry in the electoral roll in full 
and ask him whether he is the person referred to in that entry ; 

(c ) enter his name and address in the list of challenged 
votes in Form X ; and 

(d ) require him to affix his signature in the said list. 

(3 ) The Presiding Officer shall thereafter hold a summary 
inquiry into the challenge and may for that purpose 

(a ) require the challenger to adduce evidence in proof 
of the challenge and the person challenged to adduce evidence 
of proof of his identity ; 

(b ) put to the person challenged any question neces 
sary for the purpose of establishing his identity and require 
him to answer them on oath ; and 

(c ) administer an oath to the person challenged and 
any other person offering to give evidence. 

(4 ) If, after the inquiry , the Presiding Officer considers 
that the challenge has not been established , he shall allow the 
person challenged to vote ; and if he considers that the challenge 
has been established, he shall debar the person challenged from 
voting . 
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(5 ) If the Presiding Officer is of the opinion that the 
challenge is frivolous or has not been made in good faith , he 
shall direct that the deposit made under sub-rule ( 1 ) be for . 
feited to the Municipal Council and in any other case, he shall 
return it to the challenger at the conclusion of the inquiry . 

34. Safeguards against personation .- ( 1 ) Every elector 
about whose identity the Presiding Officer or the Polling Officer , 
as the case may be , is satisfied , shall allow his left foreninger 
to be inspected by the Presiding Officer or Polling Officer and 
an indelible ink mark to be put on it. 

(2 ) If any elector refuses to allow his left forefinger to 
be inspected or marked in accordance with sub -rule (1 ) or 
has already such a mark on his left forefinger or does any act 
with a view to removing the ink mark , he shall not be supplied 
with any ballot paper or allowed to vote . 

( 3 ) Any reference in this rule to the left forefinger of an 
elector shall, in the case where the elector has his left fore 
finger missing, be construed as a reference to any other finger 
of his left hand ; and shall in the case where all the fingers 
of his left hand are missing , be construed as a reference to the 
forefinger or any other finger of his right hand and shall in 
the case where all his fingers of both the hands are missing be 
construed as a reference to such extremity of his left or right 
arms as he possesses. 

35. Issue of ballot papers to electors.- ( 1 ) Every ballot 
paper shall before issue to an elector be stimped with such 
distinguishing mark as the election authority may direct. 

( 2 ) At the time of issuing a ballot paper to an elector 
the polling officer shall record the serial number thereof 
against the entry relating to the elector in the copy of the 
electoral roll set apart for the purpose . 

( 3 ) Save as provided in sub -rule ( 2 ) , no person in the 
polling station shall note down the serial numbers of the ballot 
papers issued to particular electors. 

36. Voting procedure.- ( 1 ) The elector on receiving the 
ballot paper shall forthwith 

( a ) proceed to one of the voting compartments, 

(b ) there make a mark or marks on the ballot paper 
with the instrument supplied for the purpose on or near the 
symbol of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, 

( c ) fold the ballot paper so as to conceal his vote , 

( d ) if required, show to the Presiding Officer the dis 
tinguishing mark on the ballot paper, 

(e ) insert the folded ballot paper into the ballot box , 
and 

( f) quit the polling station . 
( 2 ) Every elector shall vote without undue delay. 

( 3 ) No elector shall be allowed to enter a voting com 
partment when another elector is inside it. 

37. Recording of votes of blind or infirm electors.- ( 1 ) If 
owing to blindness or other physical infirmity , an elector is 
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unable to recognise the symbols on the ballot paper or to make 
a mark thereon , the Presiding Officer shall record the vote 
on the ballot paper in accordance with the wishes of the elector , 
fold it so as to conceal the vote and insert it into the ballot 
box . 

( 2 ) While acting under this rule, the Presiding Officer 
shall observe as much secrecy as is feasible and shall keep a 
brief record of each such instance but shall not indicate there. 
in the manner in which any vote has been given . 

38. Spoilt and returned ballot papers.- ( 1) An elector who 
has inadvertently dealt with his ballot paper in such manner 
that it cannot be conveniently used as a ballot paper may, 
on returning it to the Presiding Officer and on satisfying him 
of the inadvertence, be given another ballot paper , and the 
ballot paper so returned shall be marked " Spoilt : cancelled" 
by the Presiding Officer . 

( 2 ) If an elector after obtaining a ballot paper decides 
not to use it, he shall return it to the Presiding Officer , and 
the ballot paper so returned shall be marked as " Returned : 
cancelled " by the Presiding Officer . 

( 3 ) All ballot papers concelled under sub- rule ( 1 ) or sub 
rule ( 2 ) shall be kept in a separate packet. 

39. Tendered votes.— ( 1 ) If a person representing himself 
to be a particular elector applies for ballot paper after another 
person has already voted as such elector, he shall, on satis 
factorily answering such questions relating to his identity as 
the Presiding Officer may ask , be entitled , subject to the follow 
ing provisions of this rule, to mark a ballot paper (herein 
after in these rules referred to as a " tendered ballot paper " ) 
in the same manner as any other elector. 

( 2 ) Every such person shall, before being supplied with 
a tendered ballot paper, sign his name against the entry relat 
ing to him in a list in Form XI. 

( 3 ) A tendered ballot paper shall be the same as the 
other ballot papers used at the polling except that it shall be 

(a ) serially the last in the bundle of ballot papers issued 
for use at the polling station ; and 

(b ) endorsed on the back with the words " tendered 
ballot paper " by the Presiding Officer in his own hand and 
signed by him . 

( 4 ) The elector, after marking a tendered ballot paper in 
the voting compartment and folding it, shall , instead of putting 
it into the ballot box, give it to the Presiding Officer , who shall 
place it in a cover specially kept for the purpose. 

40. Closing of poll.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer shall close 
a polling station at the hour fixed in that behalf under rule 5 
and shall not thereafter admit any elector into the polling 
station : 

Provided that all electors present at the polling station 
before it is closed shall be allowed to cast their votes .

( 2 ) If any question arises whether an elector was. pr . 
at the polling station before it was closed , it shall be deciu 
by the Presiding Officer and his decision shall be final. : 
.. 

41. Sealing of ballot boxes after poll.- ( 1 ) As soon as 
practicable after the closing of the poll, the Presiding Officer 
shall close the slit of the ballot box, and where the box does 
not contain any mechanical device for closing the slit, he shall 
seal up the slit and also allow any polling agent present to 
affix his seal. 
..( 2 ) . The ballot box shall thereafter be sealed and secured . 

( 3 ) Where it becomes necessary to use a second ballot 
box by reason for the first ballot box getting full, the first 
box shall be closed , sealed and secured as provided in sub 
rules ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) before another ballot box is put into use . 
** 42. - Account of ballot papers.- The Presiding Officer shall 
at the close of the poll prepare a ballot paper account in 
Form XII and enclose it in a separate cover with the words 
" Ballot Paper Account" superscribed thereon . 

43. Sealing of other packets.- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer 
shall then make into separate packets 

(a ) the marked copy of the electoral roll; 
(b ) the unused ballot papers ; 
( c ) the cancelled ballot papers ; 

( d ) the cover containing the tendered papers and the 
list in Form XI; 
* ( e ) the list of challenged votes; and 

( f ) any other papers directed by the Returning Officer 
to be kept in a sealed packet . 

(2 ) Each such packet shall be sealed with the seals of 
the Presiding Officer and of those polling agents present who 
may desire to affix their seals thereon . 

44. Transmission of ballot boxes etc., to the Returning 
Officer .- ( 1 ) The Presiding Officer shall then deliver or cause 
to be delivered to the Returning Officer at such place as the 
Returning Officer may direct 

(a ) the ballot boxes; 
( b ) the ballot paper account; 
( c) the sealed packets referred to in rule 43 and 

(d ) all other papers used at the poll. 

( 2 ) The Returning Officer shall make adequate arrange 
ments for the safe transport of all ballot boxes, packets and 
other papers and for their safe custody until the commencement 
of counting of votes. 

45." Adjournment of poll” in emergencies.- ( 1) If at an 
election the proceedings at any polling station provided under 
rule 5 are interrupted or obstructed by any riot or open violence, 

G , 1274 
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or if at an election it is not possible to take the poll at any 
polling station on account of any natural calamity, or any other 
sufficient cause, the Presiding Officer for such polling station 
shall announce an adjournment of the poll to a date to be 
notified later, and shall forthwith inform the Returning Officer 
concerned . 

( 2 ) Whenever a poll is adjourned under sub -rule (1 ) the 
Returning Officer shall immediately report the circumstances 
to the election authority , and shall, as soon as may be, with 
the previous approval of the election authority appoint the 
day on which the poll shall recommence, and fix the polling 
station and the hours during which , the poll will be taken , and 
shall not count the votes cast at such election until such 
adjourned poll shall have been completed . 

46. Fresh poll in the case of destruction etc., of ballot 
boxes.- ( 1) If at any election, any ballot box used at a polling 
station is unlawfully taken out of the custody of the Presiding 
Officer or the Returning Officer, or is any way tampered with , 
or is accidentally or intentionally destroyed , lost or damaged , 
and the Returning Officer is satisfied that in consequence 
thereof the result of the poll at that polling station cannot 
be ascertained , he shall 

(a ) declare the polling at that polling station to be 
void ; 

(b ) report the matter forthwith to the election autho 


rity ; 


(c ) with the previous approval of the election authority 
appoint a day , and fix the hours for taking a fresh poll at the 
polling station ; and 

(d ) notify the day , so appointed and the hours so fixed 
by him in such manner as the election authority may direct . 

(2 ) The provisions of these rules or orders made there 
under shall apply to every fresh poll as they apply to the 
original poll. 

47. Procedure on adjournment of poll.- ( 1 ) If the poll at 
any polling station is adjourned under rule 45 the provisions 
of rules 41 and 44 shall, as far as practicable, apply as if the 
poll was closed at the hour fixed in that behalf under rule 5 . 

( 2 ) When an adjourned poll is recommenced under sub 
rule ( 2 ) of rule 45 , the electors who have already voted at 
the poll so adjourned shall not be allowed to vote again . 

( 3) The Returning Officer shall provide the Presiding 
Officer of the polling station at which such adjourned roll is 
held , with the sealed packet containing the marked copy of 
the electoral roll and a new ballot box . 

( 4 ) The Presiding Officer shall open the scaled packet 
in the presence of the polling agents present and use the marked 
copy of the electoral roll for recording the serial numbers of 
the ballot papers issued to electors at the adjourned poll. 
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3+ (5 ) The provisions of rules 27 to 44 shall apply in rela 
tion to the conduct of an adjourned poll as they apply in 
relation to the poll before it was so adjourned . 

48. Counting of votes. - The Returning Officer shall com 
mence the counting of votes on the date and at the time and 
place appointed for the purpose under rule 5 . 

49. Admission to the place fixed for counting.- (1 ) The 
Returning Officer shall exclude from the place fixed for counting 
of votes all persons except 

(a ) such persons as he may appoint to assist him in the 
counting; 

(b ) persons authorised by the election authority ; 

( c) public servants on duty in connection with the elec 
tion ; and 

( d ) candidates, their election agents and counting agents . 

( 2 ) No person who has been employed by or on behalf of, 
or has been otherwise working for , a candidate in or about the 
election shall be appointed under clause (a ) of sub -rule ( 1 ) . 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall decide which counting 
agent or agents shall watch the counting at any particular 
counting table or group of counting tables . 

( 4 ) Any person who during the counting of votes mis 
conducts himself or fails to obey the lawful directions of the 
Returning Officer may be removed from the place where the 
votes are being counted by the Returning Officer or by any 
police officer on duty or by any person authorised in this behalf 
by the Returning Officer . 

50. Maintenance of secrecy of voting. - The Returning Officer 
shall, before he commences the counting, read out the provi 
sions of section 73 of the Act to such persons as may be pre 
sent. 

51. Scrutiny and opening of ballot boxes.- ( 1 ) The Return 
ing Officer may have the ballot boxes used at more than one 
polling station opened and their contents counted simultane 
ously. 

(2 ) Before any ballot box is opened at a counting table, 
the counting agents present at that table shall be allowed to 
inspect the paper seal or such other seal as might have been 
affixed thereon and to satisfy themselves that it is intact. 

( 3 ) The Returning Officer shall satisfy himself that none 
of the ballot boxes has in fact been tampered with . 

( 4 ) If the Returning Officer is satisfied that any ballot 
box has in fact been tampered with , he shall not count the 
ballot papers contained in that box and shall follow the pro 
cedure laid down in rule 46 in respect of that polling station. 

52. Scrutiny and rejection of ballot papers. ( 1 ) The ballot 
papers taken out of each ballot box shall be arranged in con 
venient bundles and scrutinised. 

( 2 ) The Returning Officer shall reject a ballot paper 

( a ) if it bears any mark or writing by which the elector 
can be identified, or 

(b ) if no vote is recorded thereon , or 
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(c ) if votes are given on it in favour ofmore candidates 
than there are members to be elected , or 

( d ) if the mark indicating the vote thereon is placed 
in such manner as to make it doubtful to which candidate the 
vote has been given , or 

( e ) if it is a spurious ballot paper , or 

(f ) if it is so damaged or mutilated that its identity as 
a genuine ballot paper cannot be established , or 

(g ) if it bears a serial number, or is of a design , different 
from the serial numbers or, as the case may be, design , of the 
ballot papers authorised for use at the particular polling sta 
tion , or 
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borne under the provisions of sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 35 . 

Provided that where the Returning Officer is satisfied that 
any such defect as is mentioned in clause ( g ) or clause ( b ) 
has been caused by any mistake or failure on the part of a 
Presiding Officer or Polling Officer, the ballot paper shall not 
be rejected merely on the ground of such defect : 

Provided further that a ballot paper shall not be rejected 
merely on the ground that the mark indicating the vote is 
indistinct or made more than once, if the intention that the 
vote shall be for a particular candidate clearly appears from 
che way the paper is marked : and 

Provided also that when an elector has more votes than 
one and his ballot paper has not been rejected under the sub 
rules ( a ) to ( h ) , the vote or votes other than the rejected vote 
shall be duly counted . 

( 3 ) Before rejecting any ballot paper under sub -rule ( 2 ) 
the Returning Officer shall allow each counting agent present 
a reasonable opportunity to inspect the ballot paper but shall 
not allow him to handle it or any other ballot paper . 

( 4 ) The Returning Officer shall record on every ballot 
paper which he rejects the letter R and the grounds of rejection 
in abbreviated form either in his own hand or by means of a 
rubber stamp . 

(5 ) Al] ballot papers rejected under this rule shall be 
bundled together, 
+53:- Cointing of votes.- ( 1) Every ballot paper or as the 
cášë may be every vote which is not rejected under rulė 52-shåll 
be counted as one valid vote : 

Provided that no cover containing tendered ballot papers 
shall be opened and no such paper shall be counted. 

(2 ) After the counting of all ballot papers contained in 
all the ballot boxes used at a polling station has been completed , 
the Returning Officer shall make the entries in a result sheet 
in Form XIII and announce the particulars . 


... 
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( 3) The valid ballot papers shall thereafter be bundled 
together and kept along with the bundle of rejected ballot 
papers in a separate packet which shall be sealed and on which 
shall be recorded the following particulars, namely : 

(a ) the name of the Municipality, 

( c ) the particulars of the polling station where the 
ballot papers have been used , and 

(d ) the date of counting . 
54. Counting to be continuous.-- The Returning Officer shall 
as far as practicable, proceed continuously with the counting 
and shall, during any intervals when the counting has to be sus 
pended , keep the ballot papers, packets and all other papers 
relating to the election sealed with his own seal and the seals of 
such candidates or election agents as may desire to affix their 
seals and take sufficient precaution for their safe custody during 
such intervals . 

55. Re- commencement of counting after fresh poll.- ( 1) If 
a fresh poll is held under rule 46 the Returning Officer shall, 
after completion of that poll, re-commence the counting of votes 
on the date and at the time and place which have been fixed 
by him in that behalf and of which notice has been previously 
given to the candidates and their election agents . 

(2 ) The provisions of rules 52 and 53 shall apply so far 
as may be to such further counting. 

56. Scrutiny and counting of postal ballot papers.- ( 1 ) 
After the counting of ballot papers found in ballot boxes has 
been completed , the returning officer shall deal with the postal 
ballot papers in the manner hereinafter provided . 

( 2 ) No cover in Form VIII D received by the returning 
officer after the expiry of the time fixed in that behalf shall be 
opened and no vote contained in any such cover shall be 
counted . 

( 3 ) The other covers shall be opened one after another 
and as eac cover is opened , _the returning officer shall first 
scrutinise the declaration in Form VIII A contained therein . 

(4 ) If the said declaration is not found, or has not been 
duly signed and attested , or is otherwise substantially defec 
tive, or if the serial number of the ballot paper as entered 
in it differs from the serial number endorsed on the cover in 
Form VIII C that cover shall not be opened , and after making 
an appropriate endorsement thereon , the returning officer shall 
reject the ballot paper therein contained . 

-- (5 ) - Each cover so endorsed and the declaration received 
with it shall be replaced in the cover in Form VIII D and all 
such covers in Form VIII D shall be kept in a separate packet 
which shall be sealed and on which shall be recorded the name 
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of the Municipality, the name of the ward , the date of counting 
and a brief description of its contents. 

(6 ) The returning officer shall then place all the declara . 
tions in Form VIIIA which he has found to be in order in a 
separate packet which shall be sealed before any cover in 
Form VIIIC is opened and on which shall be recorded the parti 
culars referred to in sub - rule (5 ) . 

( 7 ) The covers in Form VIIIC not already dealt with under 
the foregoing provisions of this rule shall then be opened one 
after another and the returning officer shall scrutinise each 
ballot paper and decide the validity of the vote recorded 
thereon . 

( 8 ) A postal ballot paper shall be rejected 

( a ) if no vote is recorded thereon ; or 

(b ) if votes are given on it in favour of more candidates 
than there are members to be elected ; or 

(c ) if it is a spurious ballot paper ; or 

(d ) if it is so damaged or mutilated that its identity 
as a genuine ballot paper cannot be established ; or 

( e ) if it is not returned in the cover sent along with it 
to the elector by the Returning Officer. 

( 9 ) A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall be 
rejected if the mark indicating the vote is placed on the ballot 
paper in such manner as to make it doubtful to which candi 
date the vote has been given . 

( 10 ) A vote recorded on a postal ballot paper shall not be 
rejected merely on the ground that the mark indicating the 
vote is indistinct or made more than once , if the intention 
that the vote shall be for a particular candidate clearly appears 
from the way the paper is marked . 

( 11 ) The Returning Officer shall count all the valid votes 
given by postal ballot in favour of each candidate , record the 
total thereof in the result sheet in Form XIII and announce 
the same. 

( 12 ) Thereafter all the valid ballot papers and all the reject 
ed ballot papers shall be separately bundled and kept together 
in a packet which shall be sealed and on which shall be record 
ed the name of the Municipality , the name of the ward , the 
date of counting and a brief description of its contents. 

57. Recount of votes .-- ( 1 ) After the completion of the 
counting, the Returning Officer shall record in the result sheet 
in Form XIII the total number of votes polled by each candi 
date and announce the same. 

( 2 ) After such announcement has been made, a candidate 
or, in his absence , his election agent may apply in writing to 
the Returning Officer for a recount of all or any of the ballot 
papers already counted stating the grounds on which he 
demands such recount. 
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( 3 ) On such an application being made the Returning 
Officer shall decide the matter and may allow the application 
in whole or in part or may reject it in toto if it appears to him 
to be frivolous or unreasonable . 

(4 ) Every decision of the Returning Officer under sub 
rule ( 3 ) shall be in writing and contain the reasons therefor . 

(5 ) If the Returning Officer decides under sub-rule ( 3 ) 
to allow an application either in whole or in part, he shall 

( a ) count the ballot papers again in accordance with 
his decision ; 

9 ( b ) amend the result sheet in Form XIII to the extent 
necessary after such recount ; and 

( c ) announce the amendments so made by him . 

(6 ) After the total number of votes polled by each candi 
date has been announced under sub -rule ( 1 ) or sub -rule (5 ) , 
the Returning Officer shall complete and sign the result sheet 
in Form XIII and no application for a recount shall be enter 
tained thereafter : 

Provided that no step under this sub-rule shall be taken 
on the completion of the counting until the candidates and 
election agents present at the completion thereof have been 
given a reasonable opportunity to exercise the right conferred 
by sub - rule ( 2 ) . 

58. Declaration of result of election . When the counting 
of votes has been completed the Returning Officer shall forth 
with complete the entries in Form XIII and shall subject to 
the provisions in rule 59 declare to be elected the candidate or 
candidates to whom the largest number of valid votes has or 
have been given . 

59. Drawing of lots in case of equality of votes. If there 
is an equality of votes between any two or more candidates, 
the Returning Officer shall , after notice to the candidates or 
their authorised agents if present, decide by drawing lots in 
such manner as he may deem fit which of the candidate or 
candidates he shall declare to have been elected . 

60. Procedure when a candidate is elected for more than one 
ward.- ( 1 ) If any person has been elected for more wards 
than one he shall by notice in writing signed by him intimate 
to the Returning Officer the ward for which he chooses to 
serve. Such intimation shall reach the Returning Officer within 
twenty-four hours of the latest of the declarations of the results 
of elections in the wards for which such person stood as a 
candidate. 

(2 ) On receipt of the intimation , the Returning Officer 
shall declare the said person to have been elected for the ward 
chosen by him . In default of such intimation , the Returning 
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Officer shall after notice to the candidate decide by drawing 
lots such manner as he may deem fit to which of the wards 
the candidate is declared to have been elected..... 

61. Grant of copy or extract of result sheet. - Any candi 
date or his agent shall , on application be permitted to take 
a copy or an extract from the return in Form XIII . 

62. Publication of election results. The name or names of 
the candidates duly elected shall be forwarded to the election 
authority without delay by the Returning Officer . The name 
or names of the elected candidate or candidates shall also be 
published on the notice board of the Municipal Office. On 
receipt of the report, the election authority shall notify in the 
Government Gazette the name or names of the successful candi 
date or candidates. 

63. Disposal of Ballot papers . The Returning Officer shall, 
after declaring the result, forward a copy of the return to the 
Chairman of the Municipal Council and shall retain in his 
custody the packets of ballot papers , whether counted , rejected 
or tendered . These packets shall not be opened and their con- . 
tents shall not be inspected or produced except under the orders 
of an election authority or other competent court. 

64. The Returning Officer shall cause the ballot papers to be 
destroyed after one year from the date of declaration of the 
result, unless otherwise ordered by a competent Court .

to direct the stay of the Election Proceedings at any stage 
thereof prior to the declaration of the results. Any election 
held or continued in contravention of the orders of the Gov 
ernment under this rule sha !l -be void and of no effect what 
soever , 

( 3 ) Unless it is otherwise ordered by the Government 
election proceedings stayed under this rule shall , on vacation 
of the stay order , proceed from the stage at which they were 
stayed , on fresh dates to be fixed , ...

Draft Rules 
1. Title and applica ion :-(i) These rules may be called the 
Municipal Employees conduct Rules, 1963. 

(ii) They shall apply to all officers and servants of theMunici 
palities in the State of Kerala except the Commissioners appointed 
under section 19 (1 ) of the Act and Health Oificers, the Municipal 
Engineers and the Electrical Engineers appointed unler section 9 of 
the Act and other Government Servants serving under Municipal 
Councils on foreign service conditions, 

2. Interpretation :-In these rules unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(a) the Act means thc Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 , (Act 
14 of 1561); 

(b ) the Commissioner means the Commissioner of theMunici. 
pality concerned appointed under section 19 (1) of the Act. 

(c) the Director means the Director appointed under clause 
( 13 ) of section 3 of the Act. 

(d ) Municipal employce means any oTicer or servant of a 
Municipality , and includes an Oficer or Servant on foreiga service for 
the time being . 

(e ) Member of municipal employee s family includes 
(i) wiſe , child or step -child whether resiling with themnic 

pal employee or not; and in relation to a municipi 
cmployee who is a woman , the husband resiling with 

her and dependent on her ; and

a 
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(ii) any other relative of his or his wife, when residing with 

him , but does not include a wife or husband legally 
separated from the municipal employee or a child or step 
child who is no longer , in any way dependent on him or 

her, of whose custody the municipal employee has been 
deprived by law . 

(C) Words importing the masculine gender shall be taken to 
include the feminine, if circumstances s ) require. 

3. General: -Every municipal employee shall at all times maintain 
absolute integrity and devotion to duty . 

4. Gift , Gratuity and reward . — Save as otherwise provided in these 
rules no municipal employee shall except with {he previous sanction of 
the Coinmissioner of the municipality, accept or permit any member of 
his family to accept directly or indirectly on his own behalf or on 
beha f of any other person , any gift gratuity or reward from a person 
not related to him . 

5. A municipal employee may accept from any person a compli 
mentary gift of flowers or fruits or similar articles of triling value ; 
but all municipal employeesmay use their endeavours to discourage 
the tender of such giſts . 

6. A municipal employee may accept or permit a member of his 
family to accept from a person who is his personal friend a wedding 
gift of a value which is reasonable in all the circumstances of a case. 
Allmunicipal employees shall use their best endeavour to discourage 
the tender of such gifts and such acceptance or permission shall be 
reported to the Director and if the Director so requires, the gifts shall 
be returned to the donor. 

7. If a municipal employce cannot without giving undue offence 
refuse a gift of substantial value fiom a person he may accept the same, 
but shall unless the Director by special order otherwise direct, deliver 
the gift to the Director for decision as to its disposal. 

8. No municipal employee shall make a habitual use of vehicles and 
animals belonging to olher persons or to travel free of charge in any 
vehicle plying for hire. 

9. Subscriptions --No municipal employee shall except with the 
previous permission of the municipal council or the Director ask for 
or accept or in any way participate in the raising of any subscription or 
other pecuniary assistance or take part in any collection of money for 
any public , local or other puipose. 

10. Purchase of resignation . No municipal employee shall enter into 
any pecuniary arrangement for the resignation by one of them of any 
office in municipal service or for the taking of leave for the benefit of 
the other. Should this rule be infringed , any nomination or appoint. 
ment consequent upon such resignation or leave will be cancelled by 
the Director and such parties to the arrangement as are still in service 
will be subject to disciplinary proceedings which may involve their 
dismissal from service. 

11. Sale or Lease of Municipal property . - Except with the sanction of 
the Director, no property belonging to a municipality shall be sold or 
granted on lease to any of its employees or members of their family . 
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12. Control over immovable property held of acquired by any employee of a 
Municipal Council.- Every employee of a municipal council except those 
borne in the last grade service , contingent and work establishments, 
shall make to the Director through the usual channel a declaration of 
all immovable properly which may, from time to time, be held or 
acquired by him or any member of his family . The declaration shall 
state the District or State within which the property is situated and 
shall give such further information as the Director may by special or 
general order direct. 
Note : The declaration must include all immovable property held 

or acquired by a municipal employce in his own name or 
in the nameof any other member of his family , wherever 
situated in India . It should as far as possible give all 

details required in the form in Appendix A. 
13. (i) All municipal employees except those borne in the last 
grade service , contingent and work establ ments shall 

bmit to the 
Director through the usual channel not later than the 15th January 
each year, a statement in the form given in Appendix A showing all 
immovable properties ofwhich he stood possessed or in which he had 
an interest at the close of the preceeding calendar year. In columns 
6 and 21 of the form particulars shall be entered of any immovable 
property relinquished or otherwise di posed of. 

(ii) If in any year a municipal employee has neither acquired 
nor relinquished or otherwise disposed of any immovable property or 
any interest in immovable property he may instead of a return in the 
form given in appendix A submit a certificate in the form in appen 
dix B. 

(iii) The annual return shall include all immovable property 
acquired or registered in the name of the municipal employee in his 
own account or as a trustee, executor or administrator or registered in 
the name of or held or managed by any member of his family. 

(iv ) Any attempt to mislead or any failure to give full and 
correct information will render the employee concerned liable for dis 
ciplinary punishment to the extent of dismissal from service. 

( v) The statement in the form in appendix A shall be submitted 
by an employee when a Service Book is opened for him for the first 
time. He shall report changes in the statement of immovable property 
as and when they occur in the course of his service. 

14. Promotion and management of companies:-(1) No employee of a 
municipal council shall accept paid employment in any company, or 
mutual benefit society, or act as an agent either on fixed salary or com 
mission , to any insurance company or society. 

( 2) Any employee of a municipal council may with the previous 
sanction of the Commissioner take part in the management of a mutual 
bencfit society, provided that no remuneration is accepted therefor . 

(3 ) Any employee of a municipal council may take part in the 
promotion of Co -operative Societies and inay, with the previous sanc 
tion of the Commissioner hold office in any co -operative society , or 
serve on any committee appointed for its management, or accept 
remuneration for it for any service rendued by him 


(4 ) Before according sanction in any case under sub -rule ( 2) or 
(3 ), the C mmisioner shall satisfy himself that the work undertaken 
by the employee will be performed without detriment to his official 
duties. 

15. Private t.ads or employment:-(1) An employee of a municipal 
council shall not engage in any trade or undertake any employment 
other than his public duties. 

(2) An employee of a municipal council may undertake hono 
rary work of a social or charitable nature or occasional work of a literary 
or artistic character provided that his official du ies do not suffer 
thereby. But themunicipal council or the Commissioner may at any 
time forbid him from undertaking or require him abondon any emplo ; 
ment which in its/ his opinion is undesirable. 

16. Pecuniary transactionswith contractors:-All employees of a muni 
cipal council are prohibited from having any pecuniary transactions 
with municipal contractors or any other person in any way connected 
with any department under the municipal council . 

17. Insolvency and habitual indebtedness :-An employee of a municipal 
council shall avoid habitual indebtedness . If he is adjudged or declar 
ed insolvent, or has incurred debts aggregating a sum which in or inary 
circumstances he could not repay within a period of two years or if a 
part of his salary is frequently attached for debt, has been continuously 
so attached for a period of two years, or is attached for a sum , which in 
ordinary circumstances, he could not repay within a period of two 
years, he may, un es he proves that the insolvency or indebtedness is 
the result of circumstances which , with the exercise of ordinary dili 
gence, he could not have foreseen or over which he had no control, and 
has not proceeded from extravagent or dissipated habits, be presumed 
to have contravened this rule. An employee of a municipal council 
who applies to be or is adjudged or declai ed inschent, shall forthwith 
report his insolvency to the Director through the Commissioner. 

18. Com nunication of official docunents or information . -No employee of 
a municipal council shall except when generally or specially empowered 
in this bchall by the Director or the Commissioner communicate directly 
or indirectly any document or information which ha come into his 
posse:sion in the course of his official duties or has been prepared or 
collected by bine in the course of those duties , whether from official 
sources or otherwise to any other employee of the municipal council or 
an employee of any other local authority or a servant of the Government 
unauthorised to receive the same or to a non official person or the press. 

19. Connection with the press. - An employee of a municipal council 
shall not becomea proprietor in whole or in part or conduct or partici 
pate in the editing or management of any newspaper or other periodical 
publication . 

20. Restrictions on the publication of documents and or communications to the 
press.- (1) No employee of a municipal council shall. in any document 
published under his onn name or in any communication made to tho 


press under his own name or in any public utterance delivered by him 
make any statement of fact or opinion which is capable of embarras 
sing : 

(a ) The relations between themunicipal council and the Govern 
ment; or 

(b) the relations between the Central Government or any State 
Government and the people of India or any section thereof; 

(2) An employee of a municipal council who intends to publish any 
document under his own name or to make any communication to the 
press under his own name or to deliver any public utterance containing 
statements in respect of which any doubt to the application of the 
restrictions imposed by sub -rule ( 1) may arise, shall submit to the 
Director a copy or draft of the document which he intends to publish 
or of the communication which he intends to make or of the speech 
which he intends to deliver and shall not publish the document, make 
the communication or deliver the utterance save with the sanction of the 
Director and with such alterations, if any, ashe may direct. 

21. Evidence before rommilte .- No employee of a municipal council 
shall give evidence before a public committce unless he has first obtained 
the permission of the Commissioner . In giving evidence he shall not 
criticise the policy or decision of themunicipal council or the State or 
Central Government. 

22. Taking part in politics. Subject to any general or special order of 
the Government, no municipal employce shall be a member of, or be 
otherwise associated with , any political party or any organisation which 
takes part in politics nor shall he take part in , subscribe in aid of, or 
assist in any other manner, any political movement or activity . When 
there is room for doubt whether any action which an employee proposes 
to take will contravenc this rule , he should refer the matter to the Gov 
ernment through the usual channel. 
Nole:-Subversive activities or the expression of disloyal sentiments by 

any employee will be regarded as sufficient ground for 

dispensing with his services. 
23. Responsibility of a muni ipal employee for acts of his frmily. - Any 
employee of a municipal council is responsible for an act done by any 
member of his family which , if done by himself would constitute a 
breach of the rule. 

24. Vindication of acts and characters of municipal employee as such. 
Without the previous sanction of the Director, no municipal employec 
shall have recourse to any court or to the press for the vindication of 
his official act or character from defamatory attacks. 

Nothing in this rule shall derogate from the right of a municipal 
employce to vindicate his private acts or character. 

25. Address while under suspension . — When any employee of a munici 
pal council is suspended he is face to go where he likes, but he shall 
give his address to the Commissioner. He shall obcy all orders 
to attend any inquiry into his conduct and if he fails to do so the en 
quiry may be held in his absence. 

26. Influencing sup rior authorities for furtherance of interests.—No

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political or other outside influence to bear upon any superior authority 
for the furtherance of his interests. The penalty for a contravention of 
this rule shall be withholding of his promotion either permanently or 
for such period as the Director may determine, or the reduction to a 
lower rank in the time-scale of pay . 
Explanation : Any employee of a municipal council causing his own 

case to be made a subject of an interpellation in Municipal 
Council or in the Central or State Legislature contravenes this 

rule . 
27. Addressing or interviewing superior authorities :-(1) No employee 
of a municipal council may address directly any superior authority 
other than that to which he is immediately subordinate in any matter 
relating to his official duties or affecting him personally as such emplo 
yee. 
Note :-(i) An employee of a municipal council who has addressed 

through his immediate superior to a superior authority may, 
if he wishes, submit to the superior authority an advance copy 
of the communication sent through his immediate official 
superior. 

( ii ) A municipal employee who has not received any reply 
to a representation made to an appropriate authority within 
three months may make a written representation to the Direc 
tor with a copy of the representation sent to the appropriate 
authority and with a statement that no reply has been received 

to that representation . 

(2 ) No employee of a municipal council may approach any per 
son , official or non -official other than the officer to whom he is imme. 
diately subordinate in order to enlist support in respect of a matter 
affecting him personally as such employee of a municipal council or to 
obtain testimonials or certificates. 

(3) No employee of a municipal council may , except with the 
previous permission of the Commissioner seek an interview with any 
officer other than his immediate superior in respect ofany matter affec 
ting him personally as such employee and no employee of a municipal 
council may seck such an interview with a Minister , or the Governor. 

(4 ) Every application by an employee of a municipal council for 
an appointment or for promotion shall be sent through the proper 
channel. 
Note . - Sub rules (1) to (4) will not have the effect of prohibiting 

any subordinate officer from sending any return or report 
which he is required to submit in his official capacity to any 

officer who is not his immediate superior. 
28. Discussion of the policy or action of Government. — No employee of a 
municipal cour cil shall by any utterance , writing or otherwise, discuss 
or criticize in public or at any meeting of any association or body any 
policy pursued or action taken by the Central or a State Government, a 
municipal council or a local authority nor shall he in any manner parti 
cipate in any such discussion or criticism . 
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Provided that nothing contained in this rule shall be deemed to 
prohibit : 

( 1) any employee of a municipal council from participating in 
discussions at any private meeting, solely of employees ofmunicipal 
councils, ofmatters which affect the personal interests of such employees 
individually or generally , or 

(2 ) any emp oyec of a municipal council from defending and 
explaining in public or private meetings any policy or action of the 
municipal council or Government for the purpose of removing mis 
apprehensions and correcting mis-statements for the purpose of effec 
tively carrying out such policy . 
Explanation :- Nothing contained in this rule shall be construed to 

limit or abridge the power of themunicipal council to 
require any ofits employees to publish and explain any 
policy or action of the municipal council in such manner 

asmay appear to it to be expedient or necessary . 
29. ( 1) Anplication for private employment. — No employec of a 
municipal council shall apply for private employment or signify his 
willingness to accept such employment without having previously 
obtained the permission in writing of the Director. 

(2) (a) Permission to apply for or accept private employment 
shall normally be granted to a person who is on leave preparatory to 
retirement unless the employment is in a trading concern in India . 
Permission to apply for or accept private employment in a trading 
concern in India will be granted only in very exceptional cases and 
may be subject to the condition of immediate retirement. 

(b ) permission to apply for or accept private employment shall 
not be granted to any municipal employee unless the Director is satis 
fied that his premature resignation may be accepted without detriment 
to the Municipal service . 

(3) If a person who is refused permission to apply for or accept 
private employment wishes to resign his appointment under a munici 
pal council, such resignation shall ordinarily be accepted . 

(4 ) Where a person who is not on leave preparatory to retire 
ment is permitted to apply for or accept private employment he shall 
resign his appointment under the municipal council immediately on 
accepting such employment. 

30. Consequences of resignation. The premature resignation from 
the municipal service entails forfeiture of past service and retiring 
allowance to which the officer who prematurely resigns would other 
wise have been eligible . 

31. Bigamous Marriages.- (i) No municipal employee who has 
a wife living shall contract another marriage without first obtaining the 
permission of the Government, notwithstanding that such subsequent 
marriage is permissible under the personal law for the time being 
applicable to him . 

( ii ) No femalc municipal employee shall marry, any person 
who has a wife living without first obtaining the permission of the 
Government, 
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32. Personal representations to the Governor of the Ministers. It is 
improper for a municipal emplɔyee who makes any representations to 
Government through the official channel to approach the Governor or 
the Ministers with advance copics thereof or with personal repre 
sentations : 

Provided that a municipal employee who has not received any 
reply to a representation made to Director within three months, may 
make a written representation to Government with a copy of the 
representatiɔn sent to the Director and with a statement that no reply 
has been received to that representation . 

33. Int:rpretation . — If any question arises relating to the interpre 
tation of these rules, it shall be referred to the Govern nint whose 
decision thereon shall be final.

5 (a ) If a statement of objection is filed by a person who is not 
interested in the land it shall be summarily rejected . 

(b) If any objections are received from a person interested in 
the land and within the time prescribed in sub-section (1) ofSection 5 , 
the Collector shall fix a date for hearing the objections and give notice, 
thereof to the objector as well as to the departmental officer or 
company or the local authority requiring the land, where such depart 
ment is not the Revenue Department. Copies of the objections shall 
also be forwarded to the departmental officer or company or local 
authority concerned. The department or company or local authority 
may file on or before the da.c fixed by the Collector a statement by 
way of answer to the objections and may also depute a representative 
to attend the enquiry . 

(c) On the date fixed for enquiry or any other date to which 
the enquiry may be adjourned by the Collecior, the Collector shall 
hear the objector or his Pleader and the representative , if any , of the 
department or company or local authority and record any evidence 
that may be produced in support of the objections. 

6. On completion of his enquiry the Collector shall submit the 
case with all the connected records for the decision of the Board of 
Revenue or the Government as the case may be in the manner pro 
vided in sub section (2 ) of Section 5.

1. Tille . — These rules may be called the Kerala Panchayats ( Vehicle 
Tax) Rules, 1963. 
2. Definitions. - In these rules unless the context otherwise requires 

(1) The Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (Act 32 of 
1960) , 

(2 ) Local Authority means 

(a ) in any City , the Corporation of that City ; 
(b ) in any Municipal area, the municipal Council concerned ; 
(c) in any Township , the Township Committee concerned ; and 

( d ) in any area within the jurisdiction of a Panchayat, the 
Panchayat concerned . 

3. The rates on vehicle tax. - The vehicle tax under Section 70 of the 
Act shall be levied by the Panchayats at such rates not exceeding those 
shown in the following table :

4. Liability to tax according to period for which the vehicle has been 
kept -- (1) Every person having possession , custody or control of any 
taxable vehicle shall be liable for the full hall- yearly tax if the vehicle 
has been kept or used within the Panchayat area for an aggregate period 
of not less than sixty days in the half year. 

(2) If such aggregate period exceeds fifteen days, but is less than 
sixty days, a moiety only of the half-yearly tax shall be leviable . 

(3 ) If such aggregate period does not exceed fifteen days, no tax 
shall be le viable for the half year. 

( 4 ) Every person having possession , custody or control of any 
taxable vehicle within the Panchayat area sball, until the contrary is 
shown , be presumed to have kept the same within the Panchayat area 
for sixty days in the half year. 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (1) and (2 ), 
no person shall be liable 

( a ) to pay tax to the Panchat during any half-year on account 
of any vehicle in respect of which the full tax for the same half-year has 
already been pad to the Panchayat by some other person , or 

(b ) to pay to the panchayat on account of any vehicle in respect 
of which such tax has already been paid to any other local authority 
more than the excess if any , of the tax payable in the Panchayat area 
in respect of such vehicle over the tax already paid to the other local 
authority . 

(6 ) Every person liable for the tax under this rule shall report in 
the appropriate Form appended to these rules to the Executive Authoriy 
of the Panchayat the particulars of all such vehicles , 

(i) he owns or possesses at the beginning of each half year 

within fifteen days of the beginniing of the half year, and 
(ii ) which come into his possession or ownership in the ccurse 

of the half year within fifteen days from the date on which 

such vehicles come into his possession or ownership. 
5. Exemptions from payment of vehicle tax. - The tax shall not be 
levied on 

(a ) vehicles belonging to the Central or State Government and 
those used for military purposes ; 

(b ) vehi kept solely for sale by vehicle-makers and dealers; 
(c ) vehicles belonging to the Panchayat ; 

(d ) vehicles which during the whole of the half year have been 
kept in any place for repairs ; 

(e) children s perambulators and tricycles ; 

(f ) vehicles which are registered in Mahe and for which the full 
tax for the same half year or years has already been paid in Mahe. 

6. Composition of vehicle tax. - The Panchayat may compound , for 
any period not exceeding one year, with any person keeping vehicles 
for hire for a sum not less than 75 % of the tax to be paid in lieu of the 
tax on such vehicles. 

7. Forms to be sent to and returned by tax payers.- ( 1) The Executive 
Authority shall send to every person supposed to have become liable to 
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the payment of the tax on vehicles the form referred to in Rule 4 (6 ) 
to be filled up with such information in respect of the vehicles kept or 
used by him as the Executive Authority considers necessary 
assessment of the tax .

(2) Such form shall be filled up with such information in writing, 
and signed and dated, and returned within one week of its receipt to 
the Panchayat office by the person to whom it has been sent. 

8. Assessment of tax and service of bill. - On the expiry of the period 
of one week referred to in sub -rule ( 2 ) of Rule 7 , the Executive 
Authority shall cause a bill to be served on such person requiring him 
to pay within fifteen days of the date of such service the sum for which , 
in the opinion of the Executive Authority, such person is liable on 
account of the tax on vehicles. 

9. Grant of licence on payment of tax . - When any person pays the 
amount of tax due in respect of any vehicle, the Executive Authority 
shall grant him a licence to keep or use such vehicle for the period to 
which the payment relates. 

10. Panchayat number be affixed to vehicles.- (1) A Panchayat 
number shall be affixed to every vehicle for which a licence is granted 
under Rule 9 and such number shall be registered in the Panchayat 
office . 

(2 ) A fee of 25 nP. shall be payable to the Executive Authority 
for affixing the number to the vehicle. 

11. Power of Executive Authorivy to seize and detain vehicles. - If a 
Panchayat number is not affixed to a vehicle as required by rule 10 
the Executive Authority or other person authorised by him in this behalf 
may at any time seize and detain the vehicle : 

Provided that no vehicle other than a bicycle , shail be seized or 
detained when actually employed in the conveyance of any passenger 
or goods. 

12. The vehicle to be sold in public auction if not claimed.- (1 ) If the 
vehicle seized is not claimed and the tax due thercon paid within ten 
days from the date of seizure, the Executive Authority may direct thai 
the vehicle shall be sold in public auction and the proceeds of sale 
applied to the payment of 

(i) the tax due on the vehicle sold ; 

( ii) such penalty notexceediug the amount of the tax as the

( iii) a sum of one rupee on account of charges incurred in 
connection with the seizure, detention and sale. 

(2) If the owner of the vehicle or other person entitled thereto

RULES. 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the 
Kerala Panchayats ( Taxation and Appeal) Rules, 1963. 

(2 ) They shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions.- In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires 
(a ) the Act means the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 

( Act 32 of 1960). 
(b ) Executive Authority the Executive Officer 

mentioned in clause (12) of section 2 of the Act. 
3. Procedure for passing resolution determining the levy of tax . - Any 
resolution of a Panchayat determining to levy a tax enumerated in the 
Act shall specify the rate at which any such tax shall be levied and the 
date from which it shall be levied : 

Provi that, before passing the resolution imposing a tax for the 
first time or increasing the rate of an existing tax , the Panchayat shall, 
publish a notice in at least one news paper published in the chief 
language of the locality , on the notice board of the Panchayat and in 
such places within the Panchayat limits as may be specificd by the 
Panchayat and by beat of drum , of its intention , fix a reasonable period 
not being less than thirty days for submission of objections and consider 
the objections, if any, received within the period specified : 

Provided further that any resolution abolishing an existing tax or 
reducing the rate at which a tax is levic +, shall be reported to the 
Director and such reduction or abolition shall not be carried into effec 
without the sanction of the Director : 


G , 1319. 
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Provided also that, where any resolution under this rule has taken 
effect for a particular year, no proposal to alter the rates or date fixed 
in such resolution so far as that year is concerned shall be taken into 
consideration by the Panchayat . 

4. Notification of new taxes.- When a Panchayat shall have deter 
mined subject to the provisions in these Rules, to levy any tax for the 
first time or at a new rate , the Executive Authority shall forthwith give 
public notice and by beat of drum , specifying the rate at which , the 
date from which and the period of levy if any, for which such tax shall 
be levied . 

5. Executive Authority to maintain assessment books.- (1 ) The Executive 
Authority shall prepare and keep assessment books in such form fixed in 
this behalf showing the persons and property liable to taxation under 
the Act. 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contrary contained in any other 
rules issued under the Act the assessment books and , where detailed 
particulars relating to any assessment are kept in separate records the 
portion thereof containing such particulars, shall be open at all 
reasonable times and without charge to inspection by any person who 
pays any tax to the Panchayat or his authorised agent and such person 
or agent shall be entitled to take extracts, free of charge , from the said 
books and records. 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contrary contained in any other 
rules issued under the Act the account bocks of the Panchayat shall be 
open without charge to inspection by any person who pays any tax to 
the Panchayat or his authorised agent on a day or days in each month 
to be fixed by the Panchayat. 

6. Authority to determine the tax.- The Executive Authority shall, 
save as otherwise provided in the Act and the rules made thereunder, 
determine the tax to which each person is liable : 

Provided that in the case of taxes payable by the Executive 
Authority , the original assessment shall be made by the Panchayat. 

7. Power of Panchayat to give directions to amend assessment books. 
(1) If at any time it appears to the Panchayat that any person or 
property has been inadequately assessed or inadvertently or improperly 
omitted from the assessment books relating to any tax , or that there is 
any clerical or arithmetical error in the said books, it may direct the 
Executive Authority to amend the said books in such manner as it deems 
just or necessary: 
Provided that no 

such direction shall be given where 
it involves an increase in the 

assessment. unless the 

person 
concerned shall have been afforded reasonable 
opportunity to show cause to the Panchayat, why the assessment 
book should not be amended as proposed ,

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( 2) Such amendment shall be deemed to have taken effect on the 
carliest date , either in the current half year or in the two half years 
immediately preceding it on which the circumstances justifying the 
amendment existed . 

8. Service of bills.- (1) . Where any tax is due from any person , 
the Executive Authority shall, save otherwise provided in the Act or 
the Rules made thereunder, serve upon such person a bill for the sum 
due. 

(2) The bill under sub-rule (1) shall be signed by the Executive 
Authority and shall contain, 

(a ) the date of the issue thereof ; 
(b ) a statement of the period or periods to which the tax 

relates; 
(c) a description of the occupation , building , land or thing for 

which the tax is charged ; 
(d ) the last date or dates for the payment of the tax; and 

(e) a statement of the liability incurred in default of payment 

(3) Where a bill referred to in sub-rule (1) relating to profession 
tax and vehicle tax has not been served either in the half year in 
which the tax becamedue, or in the succeeding half year, the tax for 
the half year first mentioned in this sub - rule shall not be demanded . 

9. Issue of receipt.- (1) The Executive Authority shall give to 
every person making payment of a tax , a receipt therefor signed by 
him or by some person duly authorised by him in that behalf. 
(2) Such receipt shall specify 

(a ) the date of the grant thereof; 
(b ) the name of the person to whom it is granted ; 
(c) the tax in respect of which payment has been made ; 
(d ) the period for which payment has been made ; and 

(e) the amount paid . 
10. Appeals.- ( 1) An appeal shall lie to the Panchayat in respect 
of the assessment and imposition of any of the taxes made by the 
Executive Authority . 

(2) An appeal shall bemade in writing and shall set forth con . 
cisely and under distinct heads the grounds of objection to the decision 
or other proceedings appealed against 

11. The Panchayat may, of its own motion or otherwise cancel 
ormodify any order passed by the Executive Authority reducing or 
remitting a tax. 


12. The assessment books shall be corrected in accordance with 
any orders passed by the Panchayat on appeal; in the event of the 
amount of any tax being reduced or remitted by the Panchayat the 
Executive Authority shall grant a refund accordingly. 

COLLECTION OF TAX 
13. Notice to be served before enforcing provisions of distraint.- (1) 
Where any tax due from any person is not paid on or before the due 
date, the Executive Authority shall, before taking steps to proceed 
under Section 74 of the Act, serve upon him a notice of demand of 
tax requiring him to pay the tax together with a demand notice fee of 
twenty-five naye Paise and the cost of service of the notice if sent by 
registered post, within fifteen days from the service of notice. 

( 2) A notice under sub -rule (1) shall be signed by the Executive 
Authority and shall contain 

(a ) a statement of the period and a description of the 

occupatition , property or thing for which the tax is 

charged ; 
(b ) the amount of tax , demand notice fee and cost of service 

of the article if sent by registered post; 
(c) the date on which payment of tax is due ; and 

(d ) a notice of the liability incurred in default of payment. 
14. Recovery by distraint.- (1) If the amount due on account of any 
tax together with the demand notice fee and the cost of service of the 
notice is not paid within fifteen days from the service of the notice 
and if the person from whom the tax is due has not shown cause to 
the satisfaction of the Executive Authority why it should not be paid , 
the Executive Authority may recover by distraint under his warrant 
and sale of the movable property of the defaulter, the amount due on 
account of the tax together with the demand notice fee and cost of 
service, warrant fee and the distraint fee and with such further sum 
as will satisfy the probable charges that will be incurred in connection 
with the detention and sale of the property so distrained : 

Provided always that movable property described in the proviso to 
section 60 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 shall not be liable to 
distraint. 

(2 ) The warrant under sub- rule ( 1) shall be in Form No. I 
appended to these Rules and for each such warrant a fee of fifty naye 
Pajse shall be levied . 

15. Civil suit for recovery of arrears.- Nothing herein contained shall 
preclude the Panchayat from suing in a civil court for any tax due to 
it under the Act. 

16. Power of officer charged with execution of warrants - Under a 
special order in writing of the Executive Authority, any officer charged 
with execution of a warrant of distress may , between sunrise and sunset, 
break open any outer or inner door or window of any building in order 
to make the distress, if he has reasonable ground for believing that 


ess 


such building contains property which is liable to seizure, and if, after 
notifying his authority and purpose and duly demanding admittance, 
he cannot otherwise obtain admittance : 

Provided that such officer shall not enter or break open the door 
of any apartmentappropriated to women, until he has given three 
hours notice of his intention and has given such women an opportunity 
to withdraw . 

17. Procedure for seizure of property. - The Officer charged with the 
execution of a warrant shall , before making the distraint, demand 
payment of the tax due and the warrant fee. If the tax and le are 
paid , no distraint shall bemade, but if the tax or fee is not paid the 
officer shall 
(a ) seize such movable property of the defaulter as he may 

think necessary ; 
(b ) make an inventory of the property seized ; and 
(c) give to the person in possession of the property seized at the 

timeof the seizure a copy of the inventory and the notice 

of sale in form No. II appended to these Rules : 
Provided that a period of seven days shall be allowed for paying 
the amounts due and redeeming the property seized . 

18. Distress not to be excessive. -The distress shall not be excessive , 
that is to say, the property distrained shall be as nearly as possible 
equalin value to the tax due by the defaulter , together with all 
expenses incidental to the warrant, distraint, detention and sale. 

19. Sale of property distrained - (1) If the amount due by the 
defaulter on account of the tax , the warrant fee and distraint fee and 
the expenses incidental to the detention of the property are not paid 
within the period of seven days mentioned in the notice given under 
rule 17 and , if the distraint warrant is not suspended by the Executive 
Authority, the property seized or a sufficient portion thereof shall be 
sold by public auction under the orders of the Executive Authority 
who shall apply the proceeds of the sale to the paymentof the amount 
due on account of the tax, the warrant fee and the distraint fee and 
expenses incidental to the detention and sale of the property , and 
shall return to the person in whose possession the property was at the 
time of seizure any property or sum which may remain after the sale 
and the application of the proceeds thereof as aforesaid . 

If the 
proceeds of the sale are insufficient for the payment of the amount due 
on account of the tax, the warrant fee and distraint fee and the 
expenses incidental to the detention and sale of the property , the 
Executive Authority may again proceed under Rule 16 in respect of 
the sum remaining unpaid . 

(2) When the property seized is subject to speedy and natural 
decay , the Executive Authority may sell it at any time before the 
expiry of the said period of seven days, unless the amount due is 
sooner paid . 

20. Executive Authority to consider objections. The Executive Authority 
shall consider any objections to the distraint of any property which are 
made within the said period of seven days and may postpone the sale 
pending investigation thereof. If the Executive Authority decides that 
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the property attached was not liable to distraint, he shall return it, or 
if it has alrea ly been sold , the proceeds of the sale , to the person 
appearing to be entitled thereto and may again proceed under Rule 14 
and all fees and expenses connected with the first distraint and sale 
shall be recoverable from the defaulter if it shall appear to the 
Executive Authority that he wilfully permitted the distraint of the 
property when to his knowledge it was not liable to distraint. 

21. Power of Deputy Director to call for records. - The Deputy Director 
or any other officer not below the rank of a district officer authorised in 
this behalf may call for the records relating to any distraint of any 
property under these rules and after such enquiry as he may deem fit 
pass such orders as are found necessary . Such orders shall be given 
effect to by the Executive Authority ., 

22. Levy of fees on distraint.- (1 ) Fees shall be levied on distraints 
under these Rules with reference to the value of the property distrained 
and according to the rates specified below :

any sum recoverable from him under this rule, unless he has wilfully 
prevented distraint or a sufficient distraint. 

25. Realisation of tax from a person who has left the State or cannot be 
found. - If any tax due from any person remains unpaid in whole or in 
part at the end of the period specified in Rule 14 and if such person has 
left the State or cannotbe found, the said tax or such part thereof as 
remains unpaid together with all sums payable in connection therewith 
shall be recoverable as if it were an arrear of land revenue. 

26. Magistrate to recover tax , warrant fee etc.- (1 ) Every person who if 
prosecuted under the second proviso to Section 74 of the Act shall be 
liable , on proof to the satisfaction of the Magistrate that he wilfully 
omitted to pay the amount due by him or that he wilfully prevent 
distraint or a sufficient distraint, to pay a fine not exceeding twice the 
amount which may be due by him on account of - 

(a ) the tax and the warrant fee , if any, and 
(b ) if distraint has taken place, the distraint fee and the 

expenses incidental to the detention and sale if any , of the 

property distrained . 
(2) Whenever any person is convicted of an offence under sub 
rule ( 1), the Magistrate shall , in addition to any fine which may be 
imposed , recover summarily and pay over to the Panchayat the 
amounts, if any, duc under the heads specified in clauses (a) and (b) 
of sub -rule (1); and may in his discretion also recover summarily and 
pay to the Panchayat such amount, if any, as hemay fix as the costs of 
the prosecution . 

27. The Executive Authority and the Panchayat employees not to purchase 
any property directly or indirectly. – Neither the Executive Authority nor 
any Panchayat employee shall directly or indirectly purchase any 
property at any sale of distrained property held under the foregoing 
rules.

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Appropriation (Railways) 
Act , 1962. 

2. Issue of Rs. 59,72,000 out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
Financial year 1961-62. - From and out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified 
in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
fifty-nine lakhs and seventy-two thousand rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during the 
financial year 1961-62 , in respect of the services relating to railway s 
specified in column 2 of the Schedule. 

3. Appropriation . The sums authorised to be paid and applied from 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India by this Act shall be appro 
priated for the services and purposes expressed in the Schedule in 
relation to the said year .

PROSPECTUS FOR 1963-64 . 

General information . 
The Government have been greatly concerned with the position 
regarding the material being used and the practice being followed in 
the State in regard to the supply of optical glasses to the people who 
need them . A large number of persons without any training go about 
prescribing and dispensing spectacles and all sorts of glasses are being 
used for this purpose. Such quacks are a danger to the Society and 
the question of eliminating them has been engaging the attention of the 
Government for some time. It has now been decided to provide for 
the training of opticians, with the help of the Central Government. 
A School of Optometry has been started in Trivandrum from 1-6-1960 : 

Requirements for Admission . 
Admission to the School of Optometry, Trivandrum is open to 
both men and women who have passed the S. S. L. C./E . S. L. c . or 
equivalent with eligibility for admission to College classes and with 
40 % marks in Science subjects (General Science and Mathematics) and 
40 % in English or Pre-University Examination . 

Candidates seeking admission to the class should not be below the 
age of 18 and above the age of 22 on the 1st June of the year of 
admission . The upper age limit is relaxable by 3 years in the case of 
Backward Communities, Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

In view of the limited facilities available at present, enrolment is 
limited to the maximum of 15 students ofwhich three will be nominees 
of the Central Government, 

Submission of Application Procedure. 
Application for admission to the training must be made in the 
prescribed form and must be accompanied by copies of all records in 
proof of their qualification . Applications must reach the Office of the 
Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum on or before 1-6-1963. Late 
applications will not be considered . 

Candidates applying for admission must be prepared to appear for 
an interview at Trivandrum if called for at their own expense. 

Fees . 
(i) Application Fee.-- An application for admission should be 
made in the prescribed form . Requisition for the application form 
should be made to the Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum in 
writing accompanied by a Treasury chalan receipt for Rs. 3 remitted in 
any Government Treasury in the State to the Head of Aoconut

(ii) Tuition Fee. - No tuition fee will be charged : 

( iii) Caution money .-- All students selected for admission to the 
course are required to deposit a caution money of Rs. 10 at the time of 
admission which will be refunded at the terinination of the course 
deducting recoveries, if any. 

Period of Training and Examination . 
The period of training is two years, at the end of which an exami 
nation will be conducted and a Certificate will be issued to the 
successful candidates by a body authorised by the Government for the 
purpose . The classes will commence on 17-6-1963. 

Conditions of Service. 
Imparting the training willnot be a guarantee of employment to 
the trainees in Government Service . 

Discipline . 
The students will be under the disciplinary control of the Chief 
Ophthalmologist in charge of the School. They are also bound to 
abide by the orders issued by authorities from time to time.

No hostel accommodation is available . Students will have to 
make their own arrangements for their boarding and lodging.

DENTAL HYGIENIST CERTIFICATE COURSE 

PROSPECTUS 
Applications from eligible candidates are invited for selection for 
admission to the Dental Hygienists Certificate Course in the Medical 
College, Trivandrum . Dental Hygienist is a person who advises in 
dental hygiene and attends to hygiene of teeth.. 

1. The Course is a full-time non -stipendiary course of duration of 
one academic year . 

2. Twenty candidates will be admitted to the course. Out of the 
20 seats, five seats are reserved for candidates belonging to States other 
than Kerala . The usual reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other Backward Classes will be given . Only 
Women Candidates are eligible for admission . 

3. No fees will be levied for the course but a caution deposit of 
Rs. 100 (Rupees One hundred only) is to be remitted to the College on 
admission which will be returned after recovering the dues, if any , at the 
termination of the training. In the case of candidates who do not 
complete the training for the prescribed period by discontinuance or 
otherwise , this amount will not be refunded but will be credited to 
Government. 

4. The minimum qualification for admission to this Course will be 
a pass in the S. S. L. C. E. S. L. C. Examination with eligibility for 
College admission or any equivalent examinations with eligibility for 
College studies. Candidates possessing higher academic qualifications 
will be given weightage . 

5. Candidates should be at least 17 years of age on the 1st of June 
of the year of admission and should not be above the age of 20 and 
should be medically fit. The maximum age limit will be relaxed by 
3 years in the case of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and by 
2 years in the case of other Backward Communities eligible for such 
concession . 

6. A preliminary selection from among the applicants will be made 
and the candidates so selected will be required to appear for an inter 
view before the selection Board . A maximum of 20 marks will be 
awarded for the interview . The total marks secured by the candidate 
in science subjects (Physics/Chemistry /Biology /Elementary Science/ 
Hygiene) in the E. S. L. C./S . S. L. C. examination , weightage for 
higher academic qualifications, if any, and the marks secured for inter 
view will be the basis for final selcetion . 

7. 7 No hostel accommodation will be available in the College 
Campus, and the candidates have to make their own arrangements for 
their stay and boarding.

Course for Laboratory Technicians - 1963-64. 


PROSPECTUS 


The Laboratory Technicians Course (Medical) in the Medical 
College, Trivandrum and Calicut, will commence in April 1963. 
36 students will be admitted to the course - 24 in the Medical College, 
Trivandrum and 12 in the Medical College, Calicut. 

1. Eligibility for admission. — A pass in the Intermediate Examination 
in Science or Pre -University Examination B Grade in the subjects . 
In the case of candidates whose results are not graded as A , B , C ,etc. 
(1) 50 % or above in the subjects under Part II for the Pre-University 
Examination will be treated as equivalent to B Grade and (ii) 50 % 
marks required is insisted for the group "General Science taken as a 
whole and the marks awarded for Social studies under Part II- A will 
not be taken into account. In the case of applicants who have com 
pleted degree course in Science, 50 % of minimum in Science subjects 
for their Pre-University examination may not be insisted on. 

2. Age. - Applicants should have completed 18 years of age on 1st 
January, 1963 and should notbe above 21 years of age and should be in 
sound health . ( The upper age limit is relaxable by three years in the 
case of students belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
and two years in the case of candidates from Other Backward Com 
munities). In the absence of sufficient number of candidates within 
the age limit the applications of overaged candidates will also be 
considered . 

3. Duration . The course of training shall extend over twelve 
months. 

4. Course of Training and Examinations. The course of training shall 
be given at the Medical College, Trivandrum and Calicut. The course 
consists of training in laboratory methods, technique and management 
in the following laboratories : 

Biochemistry , Bacteriology, Parasitology , 
Chemical Pathology , Haematology and Pathology . 
At the end of the course, an examination will be held with written , 
oral and practical tests in Biochemistry , Pathology and Bacteriology 
and certificates will be awarded to successful candidates. 50 per cent 
marks in each of the above three papers is required for a pass. Candi 
dates failing in any subject will have to undergo an additional course 
at their expense in the failed subject and appear for the next exami 
nation . They will be qualified for appointment as Laboratory Techni 
cians/ Assistants in the Medical Colleges, Public Health Laboratories, 
Hospitals and other Medical Institutions. 
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5. Selection of candidates. --- Selection will be made with the approval 
of the Public Service Commission . Candidates if called for interview 
will have to appear for the same at their expense. 

6. Fees.-- No fees are levied for the course. The candidates who are 
admitted for the course will be paid a stipend of Rs. 30 per mensem 
for the duration of the course. They should execute at the time of 
admission a bond on Rs. 5 stamp paper with two solvent sureties (the 
solvency should be for Rs. 1,500 and above ) agreeing to serve the 
State Governmentin any capacity consistent with his qualification and 
training for a period of three years failing which the amount spent on 
their training by way of stipend etc., plus Rs. 1,000 as damages willbe 
recovered from the candidate and the sureties under the provision of 
the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force. 

7 Application forms. - Application formscan be had from the Principal 
Medical College, Trivandrum - XI or Calicut on payment of Rs. 3 
towards the cost of the forms includiny postal charges. This amount 
should be cither remitted at the College office or sent by Money Order 
to the above address. Money Orders which do not contain in the 
Money Order coupen the full address of the candidate and the course 
for which the application form is required will not be accepted .
